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A CANADIAN PAPER PROSCRIBED 


Imtense Excitement over the Action 
of the Catholic Church. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 29.—The mandament 
fssued by the Roman Catholic Bishops of 
Quebec forbidding faithful Catholics to 
“subscribe for, read, circulate or other- 
wise encourage the newspaper, L’Electeur, 
published in Quebec City, under pain of be- 
4ng deprived of the benefits of the Church,” 
has created intense excitement throughout 
the Province, and is denounced in strong 
terms by the Liberal French and English 
papers. Mr. Pacaud, publisher of the con- 
demned paper, will, it is understood, take 
an action for $5,000 damages against each 
of the Bishops who signed the mandament, 
and a number of prominent men here have 
expressed their willingness to subscribe 
towards carrying the case to the Privy 
Council, if necessary. 

The offense of L’Electeur consisted in 
publishing a pamphlet written by Mr. 
David, upholding the doctrine of the su- 
premacy of the State in State affairs, and 
denying the right of the Church to dictate 
to electors how they shall vote upon such 
@ question as that of the restoration of 
geparate schools in Manitoba.

HOME RULE FOR CUBANS 





SPANISH MINISTRY ENGAGED IN 
DRAFTING REFORMS. 


Indications that the Representations 
of Secretary Olney to the Madrid 


Government Have Been 


Considered Favorably. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—While it is not 
true that the Spanish Government will ac- 
cept the mediation of the United States in 
giving autonomy to the Island of Cuba, it 
has been understood for several weeks that 
the Spanish Ministry purposes giving the 
Cubans a larger measure of home rule than 
they heretofore have enjoyed. 

It is said that President Cleveland has 
been assured repeatedly that these reforms 
will be entered on when the Province of 
Pinar del Rio shall have been pacified. It 
was in this province that Gen. Maceo was 
located for at least a year, and since 
Maceo’s death, it is alleged, the work of 
pacification has been considerably expe- 
dited, so that the time is believed to be 
near at hand when the home-rule reforms 
will be instituted there, and also in the 
Provinces of Matanzas and Havana, where 
the insurgents never have secured a foot- 
hold, 

It frequently has been asserted at Madrid 
that the intended reforms would have been 
put in operation long ago but for the in- 
surrection, and that some of the leaders 
among the insurgents started the rebellion 
in order to prevent the reforms. 


Nature of the Reforms, 


The proposed reforms contemplate the 
election of the entire Cuban Congress, in- 
stead of a mixed Congress of fifteen elect- 
ed members and fifteen appointed by the 
Queen Regent, and also a complete control 
by Cuba of her tariff. 

It is said the Spanish Ministry is en- 
gaged in working out the details of the 
proposed reforms, but thus far the only 
knowledge respecting them is of a general 
nature. The prediction is made that the 
Ministry will complete its work within the 
next fortnight, and it is possible a state- 
ment of what is proposed will be cabled to 
Secretary Olney by the permission of the 
Spanish Government before public an- 
nouncement is made. 


Tacit Understanding with Spain, 


At the State Department it is declared 
that there has been no substantial altera- 
tion whatever in the international aspect 
of the Cuban question since President 
Cleveland wrote the following in his an- 
nual message of Dec. 7: 

“It was intimated by this Government 
to the Government of Spain some months 
ago that, if a satisfactory measure of home 
rule were tendered to the Cuban insurgents, 
and would be accepted by them upon a 
guaranty of its execution, the United 
States would endeavor to find a way not 
objectionable to Spain of furnishing such 
guaranty. While no definite response to 
this intimation has yet been received from 
the Spanish Government, it is believed to 
be not altogether unwelcome, while, as al- 
ready suggested, no reason is perceived why 
it should not be approved by the insurg- 
ents.”’ 

It is explained that although for domestic 
reasons the present Spanish Cabinet could 
not take what would be to it a suicidal 
step of putting down in black and white a 
complete acceptance of the suggested medi- 
ation between a sovereign power and her 
crown colony, there has been at least a 
tacit understanding between Secretary Ol- 
ney and the Spanish Premier, as disclosed 
in President Cleveland’s message, and that 
the only matter left unsettled is the accept- 
ance of the suggestion by the insurgents. 


Ignored the Junta, 


In this connection it is said that Presi- 
dent Cleveland, in speaking of the insurg- 
ents, did not refer to the Junta in this 
country, Which would be satisfied with no 
compromise, but to the actual combatants 
under Gomez and other leaders, at that 
time including Maceo, who, according to the 
information of the State Department, were 
at that time not averse to putting an end to 
hostilities if the reforms promised by Spain 
should be put into operation with a guar- 
antee of their stability by the United States, 
and if amnesty should be granted to them 
and their leaders. 

The great difficulty has been and now is 
in the United States “to find a way not 
objectionable to Spain’’ in accomplishing 
this part of the arrangement. It is possible 
the death of Maceo may have simplified 
the problem. 


Reticence at the State Department. 


It has been found an exceedingly delicate 
undertaking to mdke any progress in the 
matter without that publicity which would 
offend the Spanish people and cause an up- 
rising in Spain itself, and for this reason 
the authorities here preserve extraordinary 
reticence about the affair. 

It is pointed out that the matter is one 
that rests exclusively in the President, and 
under no circumstances, pending its conclu- 
sion, could Congress fairly expect to learn 
anything about it. 





THE DAUNTLESS OFF AGAIN, 


Suspicions that She Is Bound to Cuba 
with Arms. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Dec. 29.—Much at- 
tention to-day has been devoted by Govern- 
ment officials to the doings of the tug 
Dauntless, suspicion being aroused as to 
her future projected trips. Last night the 
Captain made an affidavit to the effect that 
heir next trip was to be one within legiti- 
mate channels, and demanded clearance 
papers for a trip to Jamaica after bananas, 
This the Collector refused to issue until he 
had communicated with Washington, but 
the Dauntless did not wait, but steamed 
out at 5 o’clock on a wrecking trip, as 
Owner Bisbee stated this afternoon. 

The tug took on a large supply of coal. The 
Boutwell was watching things closely, and 
later on she steamed down the river and 
anchored off Mayport, where she could com- 
mand all entrances and exits. At 5 o’clock 
the Collector was asked again for papers 
and, none being given, the Dauntless 
steamed out, whistling defiance to “the 
powers that be.’’ 

It is whispered here that the vessel will 
meet the Three Friends coming in, and 
take on Capt. Lewis, then proceed on the 
“ wrecking voyage.” 

It has transpired late to-night that Capt. 
Meyers, instead of purposing to go to Port 
Antonio for bananas, demanded clearance 
papers for Nuevitas on the north coast. of 
Spain for a large cargo of arms and ammu- 
nition openly on his manifest. This demand 
greatly perplexed and worried the Collector, 
and he at once telegraphed to Washington 
for instructions. Under the opinion ren- 
dered by the Attorney General, this can be. 





done; but the Collector here refused to rec- 
ognize that opinion, as he had not been of- 
ficially notified of it. 

Washington officials have so far this even- 
ing neglected to reply. Late advices to- 
night from Fort George, at the mouth of 
the St. Johns River, say that the Boutwell 
is lying in the stream there, with open 
ports. The Dauntless was seen there at 7 
o’clock, but two hours later could not be 
found. Whether she has slipped past Capt. 
Kilgore and gone to sea, or whether she 
has run into some snug bayou to load her 
cargo is a matter of conjecture only. Cu- 
bans here this evening seem quite inter- 
ested in her whereabouts. 





AN ATTACK ON PACIFICOS, 


Officially Reported as an Engagement 
with Cuban Rebels. 


HAVANA, Dec. 29.—It is officially stated 
to-day that a Spanish column has had an 
engagement with rebel parties under Soto- 
longo on the Sotolongo Ranch, near Jaguey 
Grande, Province of Matanzas. The insur- 
gents are alleged to have been completely. 
dispersed, with the loss of fifteen killed 
and one wounded. The Spaniards had a 
Corporal wounded. 

It is known that this “ engagement” was 
simply an attack made by the troops upon 
the defenseless pacificos on the ranch, and 
that the fifteen persons reported to have 
been killed in battle were brutally mas- 
sacred. 

Claudio Perez Medell and Jose Perez Gar- 
cia have been tried by a court-martial sit- 
ting in Morro Castle. They were charged 
with the crime of rebellion. Their sentence 
has not been announced, but they will un- 
doubtedly be condemned to death. 

Two French citizens named Rene and 
Louis Joseph Renmandeau™have been tried- 
for the same crime by an ordinary court- 
martial at the same place. 





DELGADO WILL BE PROTECTED. 


Has Demanded His 
American Citizen. 


Secretary Olney 
Rights as an 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Secretary Olney 
to-day'!made the following statement in re- 
gard to the case of Henry Delgado, the 
Cuban correspondent of a New York news- 
paper, who was captured by the Spaniards 
in the Province of Pinar del Rio on Dec, 18: 


“It appears from a report of the Havana 
Consulate that Mr. Delgado was made a 


prisoner by the Spanish troops in the 
course of recent military operations in the 
Province of Pinar del Rio; that he is re- 
ported to have belonged to the staff of the 
insurgent Major Gen. Maceo, and to have 
been in command of the artillery, and that 
a letter to Maceo and one from Maceo to 
the Prefect of Las Tumbas were found on 
his person. It being represented to the Con- 
sulate that Delgado is a native-born Amer- 
ican citizen, all the rights to which he is 
entitled under our treaty with Spain and 
the subsequent protocol have been claimed 
for him. 

““Mr. Delgado is confined in the military 
hospital of San Ambrosio, outside of Ha- 
vana. The rights spoken of in the state- 
ment consist of a trial by the ordinary 
judicial authorities, unless the prisoner ‘is 
taken with arms.’ Then he must be tried 
by a council of war er court-martial.”’. 





IN AID OF CUBANS, 


Jersey City Meeting Contributes $400 
to the Cause. 


A meeting in aid of Cuban liberty was 
held in the Congregational Tabernacle, in 
Jersey City, last night. About 600 persons 
were present. The platform was profusely 
decorated with American and Cuban flags. 

A, de Varona Quesada, President of the 
American-Cuban Union, presided, and made 
the opening speech. He was followed by 
the Rev. John L. Scudder, pastor of the 
Tabernacle, and Major Z. K. Pangborn. 

Miss Jenny Clerihew sang ‘‘ Cuba Shall 
Be Free,’ and Miss Holbrook sang. the 
* Marseillaise.’” About $400 was contributed 
to the patriot cause. 


The Bermuda Still Watched. 


The steamship Bermuda left Pier I. at 3 
A. M. yesterday and anchored out in the 
stream, Capt. Scott cleared his vessel at the 
Custom House the day after arrival, giving 
Halifax as his destination. and ballast as 
cargo. The delay in departure and the 
early morning moving of the vessel aroused 
suspicion yesterday that another filibuster- 
ing expedition was under way. It was said, 
however, that sne left the dock to make 
way for other vessels, and that her des- 
tination was changed from Halifax to Ber- 
muda, where she was going to take in tow 
for this port the steamer Tyrian, which re- 
cently put in there disabled. The Bermuda 
has meantime neither taken on coal nor 
shipped a crew. 


Denials from Spain, 
MADRID, Dec. 29.—An emphatic semi-of- 
ficial denial is given to the statements 
cabled here as coming from Washington 


that Secretary of State Olney and Sefior 


Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Minister to the 
United States, had practically terminated 
their negotiations on the Cuban question, 
and detailing the extent of the reforms that 
Spain would grant to Cuba under the guar- 
antee of the United States. 

It is also semi-officially denied that the 
Government has questioned Great Britain, 
France, and Italy, regarding their attitude 
in the event of a war with the United 
States. 


Spain Negotiating with This Country: 


LONDON, Dec. 2¥.—The Daily News will 
to-morrow publish a dispatch from Parig 
saying it is quite clear that Spain is carry- 
ing on negotiations with the United States, 
although her pride compels her to do it in 
an underhand manner. 

The dispatch adds that the proceeds of 
the popular. loan recently issued by the 
Spanish Government is virtually exhausted, 
that the buoyancy that followed the death 
of Maceo is evaporating, and that the Goy- 
ernment is unable to avoid seeking an 
agreement with the United States. 


France Has Not Been Approached. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—A dispatch from Ma- 
drid says The London Chronicle’s statement 
that there is reason for belief that Spain’ 
has sounded the French Foreign Office in 
regard to Cuba in an anti-American sense 


lis officially denied, there being absolutely 


no foundation for the statement.

ALBANY, Dec. 29.—Gov. Morton has had 
added to the gallery of Governors in the 
Executive Chamber to-day a three-quarter- 
length, front-view oil portrait of himself, 
painted by Artist Hughes of.this city.

The work is a 
copy of Bonnat’s painting of Mr. Morton, 
made when he was Minister to France. . 





CODY’S IRRIGATION SCHEME. 


A Plan to Reclaim 300,000 Acres of 
Arid Lands. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—Col. W. F. Cody ar- 
rived in Chicago this morning on his way to 
New York in the interests of what he says 
is the most extensive irrigation scheme ever 
attempted in the world. Besides Col. Cody, 
others interested in the scheme are Nate 
Salsbury, his manager and partner; George 
Bleistein, publisher of The Buffalo Courier; 
Rumsey Brothers of Buffalo, Proprietor 
Gearans of the Iroquois Hotel of that city; 
E. V. Foote of New York, and Edward S. 
Stokes. : 

These men secured a concession of 300,000 
acres of arid land from the Government, on 
condition that they would irrigate it within 
the next five years. To do this $2,000,000 
capital was guaranteed and they are having 
a canal 150 miles in length dug from the 
Shoshone River, about 100 miles back from 
the river in Wyoming, and on a lateral 
line with it. 

From the main canal a number of small 
trenches are dug, and water flowing into 
these subirrigates the soil. : 

The plan of the company is to induce 
emigrants to settle upon the land and then 
sell it to them at a nominal price. 

Col. Cody announces that he now has 
2,000 acres ready for cultivation. A town 
has been laid off in the centre of the re- 
serve, and wheh it is populated it will be 
known as Cody. 





THE POET WHITTIER’S HOME. 


It Is Being Kept in Order by Mrs. 
Pickard, to Whom He Willed It. 


AMESBURY, Mass., Dec. 29.—The home 
of the poet Whittier, in this town, which 
has been unoccupied since Judge Cates’s 
family vacated it, has been let to Mr. 
George Ellis, who will occupy it during the 
present week. 

Mrs. Pickard, to whom the poet willed it, 
with the contents and other property, has 
been at work for some time directing the 
removal of the Whittier portraits and a 
portion of the furnishings to her home, in 
Boston, where they can be cared for. Be- 
fore removing anything, the location of 
portraits, pictures, and furniture was care- 
fully indexed for the benefit of any changes 
which might be made whereby the home 
might become permanently a ‘“ Whittier 
Memorial,”” so they could be restored as in 
Mr. Whittier’s days of occupancy. The 
library has not been disturbed, only re- 
placed as the books were catalogued, and 
will remain in its every detail as the poet 
left it. 

Mrs. Pickard will vigilantly care for the 
property, and have it kept in the best of 
condition, considering it a very pleasant 
privilege to keep the premises in a good 
state of preservation, and no signs of neg- 
lect will ever be seen. Mr. Pickard found 
in an out-of-the-way corner a brass knock- 
er, and this will be placed on the front 
door, as in the aays of olden time. 





SENATOR PALMER’S SUCCESSOR. 


Indications Point to the Choice of 
Cannon or Tanner. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Among Illinois 
politicians here the opinion is growing that 
either John R. Tanner or Congressman 
Cannon will be chosen United States Sen- 
ator to succeed Palmer. 

Senator Cullom, although opposed to Al- 
derman Madden, has not indicated, even to 
his warmest friends, his choice. But he has 
always been on friendly terms with Con- 
gressman Cannon, and, if Gov.-elect Tan- 
ner should decline to avail himself of his 
influence with the State machine to boost 
himself into the coveted Senatorship, Can- 
non appears to be the natural legatee of 
machine support after the Madden move- 
ment has disappeared. 

Senator Cullom’s influence in the work of 
choosing his colleague is generally conced- 
ed. A batch of denials went out from here 
yesterday as to the attitude of Senator 
Cullom toward Madden, but it can be stated 
on the highest authority that Senator Cul- 
lom before he left Washington intimated 
strongly his intention of warning the ma- 
chine to drop Madden. It is hardly be- 
lieved he will make a public statement op- 
posing Madden. His opposition to the Chi- 
cago politician will take the form of quiet 
hints io his lieutenants showing them 
where their duty lies. 





TWO ELOPERS CAPTURED. 


The Deserted Husband, After a Long 
Search, Faces Them in the Street. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Dec. 29.—Two years ago 
George Yeager eloped with his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Frank Yeager. Frank Yeager 
was very much worked up over the deser- 
tion of him by his wife for his brother and 
vowed to punish the couple. He suspected 
they had gone West, and he started for 
that section. After a long search, in which 
he obtained no trace of the couple, he went 
to Europe, thinking they might have re- 
turned to Germany. He sought in the 
place whence they hailed without re- 
sult, and in the German sections of the 
large cities of Europe, but it was useless. 
He traveled fully 8,000 miles in his search, 
and finally returned to Camden, intending 
to start out again after a while to look for 
his brother and wife. 

To-day he came face to face with the 
pair on the street. He caused their arrest. 
They admitted their guilt, and said that 
while the outraged husband was traveling 
over two continents looking for them they 
had been living quietly here. They did not 
leave Camden at all, except for an occa- 
sional trip across the river to Philadelphia. 
Both prisoners were held. 





GOV. BRADLEY MAY RESIGN. 


Will Not Accept an Office from Presi- 
dent McKinley. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec, 29.—A dispatch 
from Frankfort to The Courier-Journal says: 
that Gov. Bradley intends to resign the 
office of Governor at an early date. He told 
a friend in his office Monday afternoon that 
he was going to do so, no matter what the 
outcome of the political issues now at stake. 
He said the place was killing him, and that 
he could not afford to stay in it until what 
little health he had was lost. 

Gov. Bradley is not going to be offered 
any place by Major McKinley, and is not 
going to accept any place. Gov. Bradley 
several weeks ago wrote a letter to Major 
McKinley,-in which he told the President- 
elect that he (McKinley) had no office in his 
gift which he (Bradley) would accept.

The Commercial National of Roanoke, 
Va., Suspends—Receiver Asked 
for a Banking House at 
Auburn, Me.—The Bata- 
via Failure. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec, 29.—Two banks in 
this city closed their doors to-day. ‘They 
were the Washington and the Columbia 
National. 

The last statement, made Dec. 17, showed 
loans and discounts of $500,000 and deposits 
of $540,000. Its capital stock is $100,000 
and its surplus $13,000. A. C. Haugan, its 
President, is City Treasurer, and it is 
likely that quite an amount of city funds 


will be locked up by the failure. The 
bank’s business has been largely with 
working people. The officers say that 
they will be able to pay depositors in full. 

The Columbia National is a comparatively 
new bank, having been organized about five 
years ago, with ex-State Treasurer Charles 
Kittelson as its President and ex-State 
Treasurer Bobleter as cashier, which posi- 
tions they still hold. Its capital Dec. 18 was 
$200,000, with a surplus of about $6,000. 
Its loans and discounts were $348,000, and 
its deposits $264,000. It has never been 
profitable. Deputy Controller of the Cur- 
rency George W. Coffin, who happened to 
be in the city, took charge of the bank. 
Its officers say that they will be able 
to pay depositors in full. 

The Columbia National was accredited 
with a capital of $200,000. The last state- 
ment published by the bank showed indi- 
vidual deposits of $250,000 and bank depos- 
its of $250,000. Its loans amounted to 
nearly $500,000. The New York correspond- 
ent of the institution is the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank. 





RESULT OF THE ATLAS AFFAIR. 


William M. and John S. Van Nort- 


wick Make an Assignment. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—As a result of the 
voluntary liquidation of the Atlas Na- 
tional Bank of this city, William M. and 
John S. Van Nortwick, who held 464 shares 
of stock in that bank, and were borrowers 
therefrom to the amount of $300,000, made 
an assignment yesterday to the Equitable 
Trust Company of Chicago, which took pos- 
session of the Van Nortwicks’ bank at Ba- 
tavia yesterday. 

The failure involves the entire interests 
of the Van Nortwicks, whose estimated 
wealth, according to their last statement, 
is $2,500,000, often estimated at three times 
that amount, and representing, besides the 
Van Nortwick bank and other property at 
Batavia, large manufacturing interests. The 
total abilities will probably be near 
$2,000,000. 

The Van -Nortwicks own the Western 
Paper. Bag Factory of Batavia, employing 
several hundred hands, with a daily output 
of 2,000,000 bags. Large factories at Kau- 
kauna, Wis., for the manufacture of manila 
paper, and at Memphis, Tenn., for the mak- 
ing of paper ‘“‘ woodenware,”’ are branches 
of the Western Paper Bag Company, and 
are conducted under the same management. 

The Van Nortwick Paper Company owns 
mills at Combined Locks, near Appleton, 
Wis,. which cost $800,000; also the Appleton 
Manufacturing Company, at Van Nortwick, 
Ill, with a capital stock of $200,000, which 
turns out windmills and agrjpultural imple- 
ments. . . 

In Batavia so much real estate is owned 
by them that people are often heard to re- 
mark the ‘‘ Van Nortwicks own Batavia.” 
Besides the brick block in which the bank 
is situated, erected at a cost of $40,000, and 
other real estate, they own 400 acres of farm 
land there, valued at $50,000. Among their 
possessions are also thousands of acres of 
pine lands in Wisconsin. They are stock- 
holders in the old Second National Bank 
and the Aurora Cotton Mill Company, at 
Aurora, and banks at Appleton and Kau- 
kauna, Wis. 

The Van Nortwicks probably are the 
most extensive paper manufacturers in the 
West, and the ramifications of their busi- 
ness extend all over the Western country. 
Had it not been for spreading out in this 
direction, it is thought, the crash would 
have been avoided. 

The Appleton Paper and Pulp Company 
and the Kaukauna Paper Company, under 
which names all of the Van Nortwick paper 
interests in the Fox River Valley are 
consolidated, constituted one of the strong- 
est paper combinations ever formed. The 
combination included the Appleton Paper 
and Pulp Company, Kaukauna Paper Com- 
pany, Combined Lock Paper Company, 
Wisconsin Sulphite Fiber Company, and 
Union Pulp Company. These companies 
are combined under one management for 
the manufacture of book, print, manila, 
and express paper, sulphite and wood pulp, 
and do an immense business in these spe- 
cial lines. The main office of the com- 
panies is in Appleton. 

The Appleton Paper and Pulp Company 
was incorporated in 1873, and has a capi- 
tal of $150,000. The buildings were burned 
a few years ago and were never rebuilt. 

The Kaukauna Paper Company plant is 
situated at Kaukauna, Wis., seven miles 
from Appleton, on the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad. This company was in- 
corporated in 1879, and has an authorized 
capital of $100,000. Seventy-five workmen 
are employed, and the output is ten tons of 
manila paper daily. 

The Combined Lock Paper Company was 
incorporated in 1890, with a capital of $150,- 
000, and the mills: have an output daily of 
thirty tons of pulp and forty tons of paper. 
This company makes printing paper exclu- 
sively. ; 

The Wisconsin Sulphite Fiber Company 
owns valuable woodland and supplies wood 
for making pulp to the mills named. 

The Union Pulp Company has mills at 
Kaukauna. It was incorporated in 1879, 
with $50,000 capital. The capacity of these 
mills is twenty-six tons of pulp each work- 
ing day. — 





A ROANOKE FAILURE. 


The Commercial National Bank Closes 
Its Doors, 


ROANOKE, Va. Dec. 29.—The Commer- 
cial National Bank closed its doors this 
morning. The failure was caused by a run 
on the bank yesterday. Cashier Davenport 
resigned on the 20th inst., turned over the 
bank’s books in good shape to his succes- 
sor, and returned to his old home in Charles- 
ton, West Va. This fact did not become 
known until yesterday, and is said to have 
been the cause of the run. It is believed 
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all liabilities will be paid in full. No other 


banks are in the least affected. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The failure of 
the Commercial National Bank of Roanoke, 
Va., was made known to the Controller of 
the Currency by telegraph to-day, and Con- 
troller Eckels immediately ordered Bank 
Examiner Sands to take charge. The fail- 
ure is attributed partly to speculation in- 
cident to the Roanoke boom. Mr. Eckels 
says the failure is not important. On Nov. 
21, the date of the last report on the condi- 
tion of the bank, the assets were $263,704, 
including bonds to secure circulation; stock, 
$100,000; surplus, $25,000; undivided profits, 
$6,000; owing depositors, $75,000; other lia- 
bilities, $35,000. < 


A Sioux City Trust Company Fails. 

SIOUX CITY, Iowa, Dec. 29.—On applica- 
tion of W. T. Honsinger, Vice President and 
a large stockholder in the Farmers’ Trust 
Company of this place, G. H. Hollister was 
to-day appointed receiver for the institution. 
Tightness of the money market renedered it 
impossible for the company to meet its de- 
bentures when the makers or notes on wnicn 
they were secured defaulted payments. Re- 
ceiver Hollister estimates assets at $238,000 
and liabilities at $135,000. 


Maine Bank in Trouble. 

AUBURN, Me., Dec. 29.—A petition for a 
receiver for the American Trust and Banking 
Company has been filed. A Director says: 
“The money is coming in in such amounts 
that we are encouraged to think our doors 
can again be opened for business. The com- 
pany has little borrowed money, and the 
Directors believe that Western investments 
will prove all right.” 





A BANK OFFICER ON TRIAL 


For Receiving Deposits When the In- 
stitution Was Insolvent. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 29.—The trial of the 
case of Frank K. Atkins, President of the 
defunct Colorado Savings Bank, has been 
begun in the District Court. There are ten 
indictments against him, and an equal num- 
ber against his brother, C. O. Atkins, cash- 
fer of the bank, whose trial will follow. 
They are accused of wrecking the institu- 
tion. 

The specific charge is that of accepting de- 
posits when they knew the bank was insolv- 
ent. The bank failed in 1893, and its affairs 
dragged along under the supervision of a 
receiver until recently, when the depositors 
demanded an investigation, and the matter 
was brought to the attention of the Grand 
Jury. 


TO TEST SACRED CONCERTS. 





Manager Tompkins of Boston to be 
Made an Example Of. 


BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 29.—Col. J. H. Ma- 
pleson gave or was the recipient of a benefit 
concert at the Boston Theatre Sunday even- 
ing. Lilioukalani of Hawaii shone resplen- 
dent in a box, and the house was well filled. 
The programme included a good deal that 
is not known as sacred music, and the Sab- 
bath Protective League has resolved to 
test Manager Tompkins’s right to override 
the law, which prohibits Sunday evening 
entertainments other than charities or sa- 
cred concerts. 

Accordingly application for a warrant 
was made to-day. It will be granted if the 
prosecutors are able to obtain expert evi- 
dence against the sacredness. of the pro- 
gramme. In case of a conviction every 
person who attended will be IHable to a fine 
of $5, and this will of course include her 
sable Majesty. 


THE SUGAR TRUST’S FIGHT. 





It Will Compete with Arbuckle in the 
East and the West. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Dec. 29.—It is announced 
here that the Sugar Trust proposes dupli- 
cating the Woolson plant at an Eastern 
point, probably Boston or Philadelphia. 
The purpose of this move is»to meet Ar- 
buckle on his own camping ground. 

It is understood that a large sugar fact- 
ory and warehouse, now idle, which is 
owned by the trust, will be utilized, and 
that Woolson’s name, brands, &c., will be 
used. It is also said that there will be a 
further reduction of one-half cent per pound 
in the price of Woolson coffee. 





Large Carpet Mill to Resume. 

YONKERS, Dec. 29.—The announcement 
was made to-day that the Alexander Smith 
& Sons carpet mills will resume work soon 
after the first of the year. They have been 
shut down for two months. There was 
great rejoicing among the operatives and 
merchants. The mill employs 7,000 hands 
and has a pay roll of $60,000 a week, when 
working full time. 





THE WEATHER.

HE WILL NOT OBEY THE ORDERS 
GIVEN BY TAMMANY. 





His Fight with Sheehan Threatens te 
Result in the Formation of 
an Independent Or- 
ganization. 


The war that has been brewing for some 
time in Tammany Hall between the friendg 
of John C. Sheehan and the friends of Hen- 
ry D. Purroy is now in full sway, and the 
fight hereafter is to be in the open. 

This was made plain last night at the 
meeting of the Committee on Organization 
of Tammany. Mr. Purroy, who is Chairman 
of this committee, presided, and the plan of 
the majority members of the Executive 
Committee concerning primaries prevailed, 
and no important opposition was offered to 
it. Afterward, at the Morton House, Mr. 
Purroy intimated that there is about to be 
organized in the various Assembly districts 
of this city an organization in favor of 
home rule in the districts of the city, and 
that this movement will embrace all the As- 
sembiy districts of the Greater New York. 

In plain words, the Tammany organiza- 
tion has put the‘ screws’’ on Mr. Purroy, 
and Mr. Purroy proposes to bo:t and or- 
ganize a movement in opposition to Tam: 
many. To that extent Tammany has a-new 
fight upon its hands. The indications are 
that Mr. Purroy is once more to “ jump,” 
according to the politicians. 

“The powers that be”’ in Tammany have 
directed that in all of the districts from 
which notice of contests has been filed 
with the Executive Committee the prima- 
ries shall be held open from 2 o’clock on 
the afternoon of Jan. 15 until 9 o’clock at 
night, and that in those districts in whick 
there are no contests the primaries shall 
be held open between the hours of 7 P. M. 
and 9 P. M. 

The Purroy people, both in the Thirty- 
fourth and Thirty-fifth Assembly Districts, 
claim that the central organization has 
no right either to decide what the dura- 
tion of the primaries shall be or where they 
shall be held. They also oppose the deter- 
mination of the Executive Committee that 
in the districts wherein there are contests 
the Execu ive Committee shall appoint 
one Inspector who shall be friendly te¢ 
neither faction, and that the present reg- 
ular organizations in each of the contested 
districts shall appoint one Inspector and 
the opponents of the regulars the other. 

No objection to this plan was raised by 
any of tne districts in which there are con- 
tests, with the exception of the two so- 
called Purroy districts—the Thirty-fourth 
and Thirty-fifth. The w.stricts in which 
there are contests are the Second, Thirty- 
third, Thirty-fourth, and Thirty-fifth. The 
Second and Thirty-third districts raised ne 
objections last night to the procedure rec- 
ommended by the Executive Committee te 
the Committee on Organization. 


Sub-Committee’s Fine Work. 


The Su-Committee of Five of the Execu- 
tive Committee was in session for several 
hours yesterday afternoon. This sub-com- 
mittee was made up of Messrs, Sheehan, 
Boyle, McMahon, Featherson, and Keating. 
They considered the notices of contests that 
had been filed and, when the Executive 
Committtee met, at 7:30 last night, the re- 
port was adopted without opposition. This 
report was practically the same as the one 
made to the Organization Committee by the 
‘Executive Committee. 

The Organization Committee convened at 
7:45 o’clock, and its Chairman, Henry D. 
Purroy, called the meeting to order. The 
room was packed densely. John B. Mc- 
Goldrick and William H. McDonough were 
in their places as Secretaries. Peter F. 
Meyer, ex-Sheriff Sexton, ex-Register Reilly, 
Thomas J. Dunn, John J. Gilroy, W. J. 
Kenny, and several others were among 
those seen in the crowd. The call of the 
districts for reports disclosed that there wag 
no district that had anything to report. 

As soon as this routine was over, Senator 
Guy reported that 303 members of the Gen- 
eral Committee in the Thirty-fifth Assem- 
bly District had selected J. P. Reilly, C. a. 
Sataldo, and Henry Trott as the Inspectors 
of Elections, and that the primary would 
be held in Little Tammany Hall, the Tam- 
many headquarters of the district. Senator 
Guy said that the General Committee of 
the Thirty-fourth Assembly District would 
follow suit last night. Assistant District 
Attorney O’Hare moved to table Senator 
Guy’s report. This was ruled out of order 
by Chairman Purroy. 

Secretary John B. McGoldrick then read 
the call for the primaries, and the report 
of the Executive Committee. The primaries 
are called for Jan. 15, between the hours 
of 7 and 9 P. M., except in the districts 
where there are contests, where the polls 
shall be open from 2 to 9 P. M. The prima- 
ries must be conducfed under the law and 
the voting must be by baliaqt, and such 
ballots must be of white paper and uni- 
form in size. No invidious distinction, it 
is declared, shall be made against any 
Demecrat who desires to vote, and “all 
Democratic electors’’ are invited to voje 
at the primaries. There is no allusion to 
“gold” or ‘silver’? Democrats. The call 
declares that where there are recognized 
contests in districts, “ the primary election 
therein shall be held between 2 and 9 
P. M.,’”’ and that “ there shall be three In- 
spectors of Election in each of the Assem- 
bly districts,” to be selected as outlined 
above. The Inspectors must take the Con- 
stitutional oath of office. 

The report concluded as follows: 

“In conclusion, the committee desires td 
say that they have not been actuated by 
invidious distinctions and have no desire to 
punish or humiliate any particular district, 
and their only object is to give the people 
an opportunity of voting for representatives 
of their choice.”’ 

The report was quickly adopted, on mo- 
tion of Mr. O’Hare. There were about 
half a dozen negative votes. 


This Action to be Ignored, 


Senator Guy made it plain that the Thir- 
ty-fifth and Thirty-fourth Districts would 
hold their primaries without regard to the 
eall of the Executive Committee. In other 
words, they propose to ignore the action 
taken last night in reference to contested 
districts, and to hold their primaries just as 
the districts in which there are no contests 
hold them. They refuse to obey the order 
in the call and will elect delegates of their 
own. 

Commissioner Haffen of the Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth Wards is opposed to Mr. 


Purroy, and he is said by the politicians to 


have a powerful influence in the district. 





One of the stories that has grown out of 


this Tammany controversy is that Mr. Haf- 
fen may remove Jacob Seabold as his Dep- 


uty Commissioner, and that if this is done 
Mr. Purroy will make room for Mr. Seabo!

The General Committee will meet to-night 
to pass on the call. 


SHEEHAN BITTERLY ATTACKED. 


Says He Wants No Deputy 
Ruler from Buffalo, 


After the meeting at Tammany Hall, Hen- 
ry D. Purroy, Senator Charles L. Guy, and 
some of their followers went to the Morton 
SJouse. Mr. Purroy there made a statement 
of his attitude and his intentions. 

“Home rule is the principle embraced in 
pur call for primaries, to be held on the 
Same night as those called by the Tammany 
General Committeee,” said Mr. Purroy. 

‘Our call simply means that there will be 
two organizations in the Thirty-fourth and 
Thirty-fifth Assembly Districts. One will 
be recognized in the district, the other in 
Fourteenth Street. We shall claim to be 
regular and to have all the powers of the 
General Committee for those districts. We 
will probably exercise this power in making 
pur own nominations for city and county 
pfficers next Fall. The difficulties in the 
way of securing a place on the ballot and 
all technical objections to our existence as 
a separate organization will be referred to 
able attorneys. 

No Imported Deputy Ruler Wanted. 


¥it is our intention, and I believe we will 
be able to do it, to establish in every As- 
sembly district a Tammany Home Rule 
Committee. We will utilize all possible 
existing organizations to do this, and we 
may make alliances with other organiza- 
tions. 

** We propose to put forth all our efforts 
of protest to prevent New York City from 
being ruled, in Mr. Croker’s absence, by 
a deputy, imported from Buffalo, who left 
that city under a heavy cloud. 

“We shal] do the best we can to protest 
that Tammany is now practicelly under the 
rule of the two ex-Police Commissioners 
who, with their colleague McClave, were 
the ruling power in the Police Board when 
the force was allowed to sink to the ut- 
most depths of corruption, degradation, and 
infamy, against which New York’ arose. 

“In the Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth 
Assembly Districts we have tolerated this 
put of regard for Mr. Croker for more than 
a year.

Mr. Purroy was shown, by a reporter for 
THE NEw YORK TIMES, a copy of an after- 
moon paper containing a speech attributed 
to him at the meeting in Little Tammany 
Hall Monday night. Mr. Purroy was re- 
ported to have made a bitter personal at- 
tack upon John C. Sheehan. He was also 
said to have attacked Mr. Croker. 

Vain to Croker. 


*Y gid not say those things,’ said Mr. 
Purroy. “I made no attapk upon Mr. Cro- 
ker. What I did say was that more than 
@ year ago I told Mr. Croker it would be 
the mistake of his life, if he intended to re- 
side in England, and tried to maintain con- 
trol over the party in this city by such a 
deputy as Mr. Sheehan, who had been im- 
ported from Buffalo. 

“T also said that, when that protest was 
of ‘no avail, at the dinner at the Savoy, when 
John Reilly made his outbreak against 
Sheehan, standing a few feet from him, I 
said the same thing to Mr. Sheehan him- 
self. I told him the only reason why I 
would tolerate his leadership was that I 
had hopes for a speedy change. I told him 
that when M1. Croker was here I would 
consult with him directly. : 

*T have made no attack upon Mr. Croker. 
i would not be surprised if the foolish 
conduct of these men should force Mr. 
Croker to come out into the open agaim 
and take the leadership. He is the leader 
of the organization now as much as he ever 
was. Every schoolboy knows that. 

Cannot Tolerate Sheehan. 

“We can’t tolerate Sheehan with his 
record. He blundered so at Buffalo at the 
State Convention, when he declared that 
John Boyd Thacher would stand on the 
silver platform, and then later took the 
action he did, when Hill hypnotized him at 
the meeting of the State Committee. 

“Do you consider that you have left Tam- 
many Hall?” asked the reporter, mm 
“Tammany Hall will determine that, 
said Mr. Purroy. ‘“ We shall maintain the 
stand we took last night, and we claim that 
more than nine-tenths of the General Com- 

mittee in our district indorsed us.

Sheehan Pays No Attention. 


Ex-Commissioners John C. Sheehan and 
James J. Martin were at Tammany Hall 
when a reporter for THs NEw YORK TIMES 
asked them if they had anything to say as 
to Mr. Purroy’s proposed new organization 


and the attack he had made upon them. 

““T pay no attention to Mr. rroy’s per- 
sonal remarks,” said Mr. Sheehan. “ He is 
constantly making them, and nobody takes 
much stock in them.” 

“Soon after the election last year, which 
resulted in giving Mr. Purroy the si- 
tion as County Clerk, he congratulat me 
on my management of the campaign. He 
has been a detriment rather than a ben- 
efit to any organization with which he has 
ever been connected. 

“The primaries in his district have been 
called with a view to fair play. The sys- 
tem has been followed which is always fol- 
lowed when there are contests. If there 
had ‘been contests in fifteen districts, all 
would have had precisely the same treat- 
ment which has been given to Mr. Purroy’s.

A BULL DAY IN WHEAT. 


The May and July Options at Chicago 
Score Advances, 


CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—There was a further 
advance in wheat this morning. The May 
price, which closed at 82 cents last night, 
started to-day with an up turn to 824@82%4 
cents. The early buying put the price to 
82% cents. There was a reaction to 82% 
cents. 

The second bulge, at 11 o’clock, was to 
83 cents. After some reaction the third 
bulge before midday was to 83% cents. 

The buying of July wheat by the shorts 
Was remarkable. This option was 614 cents 
under May two days ago. Yesterday July 
made more gain than May, and the spread 
was 5% cents at the close. There was per- 
sistent buying by July shorts this morning. 
It was by local people and for outsiders 
through commission houses. The spread of 
5% cents of last night was narrowed to 4% 
cents the first hour, and still further to 414 


cents, when July sold at 78% cents and the 
May at 83 cents. It was narrowed to 4% 
cents when July sold at 7944 cents and May 
at 824% cents. The advance in July, 24% 
cents over the Monday closing, naturally 
increased the bullish feeling and helped to 
lift the May price over 83 cents. 

The Bradstreet’s exhibit gave stocks east 
of the Rockies at a decrease of 579,000 bush- 
els, and a decrease afloat for and in Europe 
of 1,976,000 bushels—a total reduction of 
2,055,000 bushels, against 7,000 bushels de- 
crease for the same week in 1895. There de- 
veloped a great bull market. After 12 
o’clock there was the greatest activity of 
the session. The May price went to 83% 
cents. July sold at 70% cents, May sold at 
84 cents—2 cents advance. July sold at 80 
cents, 344 cents gain over last night. 





LEFT JAIL FOR CHRISTMAS. 


A Hoosier Canvict Returned After a

GREENSBURG, Ind., Dec. 29.—John 
Jones, who lives near St, Paul, received a 
prison sentence at the last term of court 
for assaulting a woman, and he was in jail 
here awaiting his transfer to State Prison. 
Friday morning the jailer discovered that 
Jones was gone. A diligent search was 
made, but he was nowhere to be found. 

Yesterday Jones called at the jail and 
asked for admittance, saying he had been 
away, spending Christmas with his sweet- 
heart, who believed him innocent of the 
charge. She lives in the country, nat far 
from his home, and on Christmas Eve she 
called at the jail with a basket of Christ- 
mas cakes, candies, nuts, &e. 

Finding the jailer and family away, she 
walked boldly in the front entrance. In the 
dining room she found the servant girl, 
whom she bribed to open the door to Jones's 
cell, and in a few minutes the lover and 
sweetheart were on their way to her home. 

Jones said he never failed to spend a 
Christmas with his sweetheart, and did not 
propose to break the rule. He expected the 
officers at almost any time, but they failed 
to locate him at the girl’s house.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT PLANT DE- 
STROYED BY FIRE. 


Exciting: Scenes Attending the Effort 
to Conquer the 
Great Inconvenience 


Flames— 


Caused. 


NEWARK, Dec. 29.—The regular and re- 
sérve sections of the People’s Electric 
Light and Power Company's plant at City 
Dock, River Street and the Passaic River, 
were destroyed by fire early this evening, 


plunging the city into darkness which may 
not be relieved for several days. The en- 
tire plant is wrecked. Thirty-seven dyna- 
mos, ranging in value from $2,500 to $7,500 
each, were consumed. These dynamos stood 
in two rooms, one the reserve, but the lat- 
ter had been placed alongside the regular, 
where the fire started, and both were 
burned out. 

Leo Gamp, foreman of the regular dynamo 
room, was at the switchboard when a sheet 
of flame came through from the outside. 
This passed over Gamp’s hands, burning 
him severely. In an instant every wire in 
the plant was a tongue of flame, shooting 
to the “ shut-offs’’ and igniting everything 
which they touched. Two alarms were’sent 
in, more particularly to save the works of 
the T. J. Preston Oil Company, adjoining, 
as the electric light plant was already lost. 
Fortunately, the flames were confined to 
the four walls of the electric light plant. 
Not one of the dynamos was saved, and in 
order to serve even a small portion of the 
city with light by to-morrow night at 
least twelve first-class dynamos must be 
set up in the meantime. 

A number of factories which have been 
run with power furnished by the electric 
company will be compelled to shut down. 

Philip N. Jackson, President of the com- 
pany, to-night telegraphed all of the lead- 
ing dynamo makers in the country to send 
machines here at once. The plant cost 
$200,000 two years ago. The loss is placed 
at $175,000, with an insurance of $75,000. 

Those manufacturing houses which de- 
pended upon the power of the electric com- 
pany will not be able to start up to-morrow. 
Some of them are busy to-night getting en- 
gines and boilers long in idleness in condi- 
tion to be run. 

The fire burned rapidly, and ten minutes 
after the first flash from the board the en- 
tire interior of the dynamo room was a 
mass of flame, into which water from the 
fire engines and from the company’s own 
fire lines were being poured. It required an 
hour and a half to conquer the fire. 

While the fire was at its height the police 
had a difficult job handling the crowd. The 
reserves of the First and Third Precincts 
were on hand. 

Every street and alleyway and the rail- 
road tracks near the scene of the fire was 
densely crowded when, about three quarters 
of an hour after the fire started, the flames 
began to work toward the boiler room. 
Steam had been kept on at full head in the 
boilers to work the fire pump. When it be- 
came too warm to remain by the boilers 
longer the engineer opened the escape valves 
and drew the fires. The rush and roar of 


the steam caused consternation in the 
crowds. The cry went up that the boilers 
had burst, and there was a rush to get out 
of danger. In the scramble many fell, but 
beyond ruining their clothes in the mud no 
damage resulted. 

The = presented a peculiar appear- 
ance to-night. The streets generally were 
in darkness except where relieved to a 
slight extent by light from store windows. 

At the corner of Broad and Market 
Streets, the busiest corner in New Jersey, 
it was very dark. The stores in the vicin- 
ity had all been lighted, but they threw 
but little light upon the streets. The Trac- 
tion Company, which has a dozen lines con- 
verging at this point, furnished a few 
headlights in an effort to pierce the dark- 
ness. 

Up and down the two wide streets the 
stores were all lighted up so that the 
sidewalks were comparatively light. Most 
of the merchants left lights burning in 
their windows all night for the benefit of 
those on the sidewalks. 

In the residence streets for miles there 
was not a light. In some of the streets 
from which the lampposts had not been 
removed the lamps were lighted. In most 
streets, however, the posts were taken 
down long ago. 





COL. WARING IN NEWPORT. 


He Describes His Work in the Street 
Cleaning Department. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Dee. 29.—Col. George 
E. Waring, Jr., New York’s Street Cleaning 
Commissioner, spoke to-night before his 
fellow-townsmen of Newport, the Business 
Men’s Association. He said he had returned 
to give an account of his stewardship and 
a sketch of his experience in cleaning the 
streets of New York, a work that he now, 
after two years, for the first time felt that 
he was accomplishing. 

When Mayor Strong tendered him the ap- 
pointment he told him he would accept if 
he could have his own way, and with this 
agreement he began his work. The Mayor, 
whom Col. Waring characterized as a solid, 
level-headed gentleman, had kept his com- 
pact, and, moreover, had stood by him. 
Col. Waring told of the hundreds of applica- 
tions for appointment, including at least one 
with the Mayor’s indorsement, which he had 
ignored; of his trials with contractors who 
had soft things under Tammany; of his dis- 
cussion with the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, and of his fight with the truckmen. In 
speaking of his trouble with the Grand 
Army, Col, Waring said that he really made 
an impolite remark regarding some of its 
members, and after Mayor Strong had re- 


ceived 160 requests to remove him, he had 
learned that his position was for a time 
really insecure. 

Coil. Waring claimed that the Five Points 
and other parts of New York, formerly kept 
in a filthy condition, were now as clean 
as Murray Hill, and they would be kept so 
as long as he was in charge of the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning. He spoke highly 
of the humble employes, half of whom were 
formerly ragamufiins, but who now, as a 
body of men, averaged higher than any of 
its size in the world. He spoke also of the 
former department under Tammany and its 
abuses, but he claimed that now should 
Tammany ever again get control of New 
York, they would not dare to take up the 
street cleaning lest a monumental weakness 
in their methods be shown up. Employes of 
the department formerly held their positions 
by voting as they were told to vote, by pay- 
ing tribute to Tammany. Now merit was 
the only qualification.

ASHLEY W. COLE APPOINTED. 


Made State Railroad Commissioner 
by Gov. Morton, 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 29.—Gov. Morton 
this morning appointed his private secre- 
tary, Col. Ashley W. Cole, as a State 
Railroad Commissioner, to succeed Sam- 
uel A. Beardsley of Utica, resigned. Col. 
Cole will serve until Mr. Beardsley’s term 
expires, on Jan, 29 rext, when Gov. Black 
will appoint him for a full term of five 
years, at $8,000 annual salary and expenses. 
Col. Cole will take the oath of office to- 
morrow or Thursday. 


Col. Ashley W. Cole was born in Forest 
of Bere, Hampshire, England, on Nov. 22, 
1841. He lived in England until he was 
eight years of age. He came with his 
parents to the United States in 1849, and 
was educated in the public schools of New 
York City. His aim was to become a 
journalist, but before entering upon his 
profession he enlisted in the Tenth New 
Jersey Volunteers, and served throughout 
the war. His service ended in 1865, and he 
then was employed on The New York Her- 
ald. He was connected with that paper 
until 1874, acting in the meantime as city 
editor, when he joined the staff of THE 
NEw Yor«K TIMEs. In 1875 he was ap- 
pointed Albany correspondent of THRE 
TIMES. In 1884 he returned to The 
Herald. While in that paper’s employ he 
traveled for sixteen months in South Amer- 
ica, writing letters about its political oon- 
dition. About this time he wrote a note- 
worthy interview with Dom Pedro. 

Subsequently Mr. Cole was connected with 
THE TIMES as a reporter. In 1887 he be- 
came the city editor of The Press. At the 
time of his appointment by Gov. Morton as 

rivate secretary he was manager of the 
-New York News Bureau.

DR. STORRS’S TRIBUTE TO THREE 
SILENT CONTRIBUTORS. ‘ 


Many Interesting Papers Read Yes- 
terday at the Twelfth Annual 
Meeting of the American 
Historical Association. 


The American Historical Association be- 
gan its twelfth annual meeting yesterday 
in Hamilton Hall, at Forty-ninth Street and 
Madison Avenue. This is the first meeting 
of the association in New York, all pre- 


vious meetings having been held in Wash- 
ington since 1889, when the association was 
made an adjunct to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

The Rev. Dr. Richard S. Storrs, President 
of the association, was in the chair when 
the session opened, and immediately in- 
troduced President Ethelbert D. Warfield of 
Lafayette College, who read a paper on 
‘Philip Melanchthon as Humanist and Re- 
former.”” The new rule of the society per- 
mitting discussion on the papers was then 
introduced, and Prof. Henry M. Baird of 
the New York University made a few re- 
marks. 

Dr. David Murray of New Brunswick, N. 
J., followed with a paper on ‘“ The Anti- 
Rent Episode in the State of New York.’ 
The object of this paper was to give an 
account of the causes which led to the dis- 
turbance in the leasehold counties of New 
York from 1839 to 1846, to give a con- 
nected narration of these disturbances, and 
to enumerate the legislative and judicial 
proceedings which finally put an end to 
the troubles. 

The next paper, ‘‘ Know-Nothingism in 
Massachusetts,” was read by Prof. G. H. 
Haynes of the Worcester Polytechnic In- 
stitute. In this paper a complete account of 
the November election of 1854 in Massa- 
chusetts is given, and the Legislature which 
was landed by the sweeping majority of the 
American Party, popularly dubbed the 
Know-Nothings, in the State House is dis- 
cussed. The fact is demonstrated that the 
legislators were almost to a man inexpe- 
rienced and incompetent shop hands, clerks, 
teachers, and clergymen, and were abso- 
lutely without leaders, the result of which 
became apparent in the struggle ending in 
the election of Henry Wilson to the United 
States Senate. 

The last paper of the session was read by 
Charles Henry Hart, and was entitled ‘‘ De- 
faced, Not Destroyed! Peale’s Original 
Whole-Length Portrait of Washington.’ 
In this the author proposes to prove that 
the portrait which was reported to have 
been destroyed still exists, and is in the pos- 
session of a certain Mr. McCown. 


Dr. Storrs’s Annual Address. 


The evening session took place in the hall 
of the Academy of Medicine, at 17 West 
Forty-third Street, when Dr. Storrs deliv- 
ered his annual address. After gratefully 
acknowledging the honor of his election to 
the Presidency of the association for the 
current year, he announced as the subject 


of his address the tribute he desired to pay 
to that vast, silent contribution on the 
part of men less conspicuous in historical 
annals, to the formation ot important 
epochs in American history. He chose three 
men as particularly important instances of 
men who, while modest in demeanor and 
comparatively unknown to others than 
students of history, had, by their force of 
determination and superior intellect, 
brought about decisive results at times 
critical to the maintenance of the integrity 
of the Nation. gists 

He first dwelt upon the achievements of 
Bleazar Wheelock, the founder of the In- 
dian School at Dartmouth, which later de- 
veloped into that famous institution of 
learning, and was the alma mater of the 
foremost men in the history of the United 
States. 

His second example was Menasseh Cutler, 
the plain, orthodox minister of South Ips- 
wich, Mass., who was virtually the creator 
of that magnificent ordinance which built 
up, upon a firm basis, the great Northwest, 

The last of this trio was Dr. Marcus 
Whitman, the missionary pioneer, to whom 
Dr. Storrs gave the credit of bringing 
about the settling of the far West to the 
Pacific slope. In the course of the address 
many interesting historical events were 
brought out with minute details and the 
most picturesque rhetorics. 

Gen. J. G. Wilson followed with eulogies 
of the members of the association who 
had died in the past year. One was Dr. 
Joseph Meredith Toner, the founder of the 
famous Toner Medical lectures in the Smith- 
sonian Institution; another was Dr. George 
Brown Good, Assistant Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution ahd Superintendent

YONKERS MAN KILLS HIMSELF. 





Business Troubles May Have Caused 
Temporary Insanity. 


YONKERS, Dec. 29.—John Pagan, a 
prominent business man, committed suicide 
at his home this morning by shooting him- 
self in the brain. Mr. Pagan was sixty- 
five years old and had been troubled re- 
cently over business affairs. 

He lived with his son-in-law, B. A. Hoyt, 
at 92 Warburton Avenue. Mr. Pagan left 
the room while the family were at breakfast 
this morning and went up stairs. A few 
minutes afterward the report of a pistol 
was heard, and when the family ran up 
stairs they found Mr, Pagan dead. Cor- 
oner Miles, who was notified, said that 
death must have been instantaneous. 

Mr. Pagan was one of the best-known 
Prohibitionists in this vicinity, and had done 
much during his lifetime to aid the cause 
of cold water. Some years since his health 
broke down, and he was compelled to 
give up business and go West to regain it. 
He returned after a time, but broke down 
a second time, and had not been a well 
man since. 

He was a former Alderman of this city 
and took a deep interest in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association and the First 
Reformed Church. He had indorsed paper 
of the First Reformed Church. This and a 
recent real estate transaction by which 
he lost money are supposed to have pro- 
duced temporary insanity. Mr. Pagan was 
a widower.

THE TALMUD IN ENGLISH. 


A Company to Publish a Translation 
of the Babylonian Text. 


A company for the publication of a forth- 
coming translation of the Babylonian Tal- 
mud has been incorporated, under the name 
of the Talmud Publishing Company. The 
principal organizer of this company is Dan- 
iel P. Hays of 9 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-first Street, and the other incorpo- 
rators are George E. Groscup of 168 West 
Highty-first Street and Dr. Michael L. 
Rodkinson of Cincinnati, the translator of_ 
the work. The stock consists of 200 shares 
at $50 a share. Several shares have already 
been sold, but the company is in no hurry 
to dispose of the stock, and is looking for 
a competent publisher. It’ will then issue 
the work, in bi-monthly volumes, at $2.50 
per volume, Dr. Rodkinson has already 
translated six volumes out of the twenty 
that make up the Babylonian Talmud. 

Several days ago Dr. Rodkinson received 
a letter from a friend who is a prominent 
attorney in St, Petersburg, Russia, telling 
him that a wealthy client of his, Dr. Raqo- 
yin, had subscribed 50,000 rubles, to be paid 
to him for the translation of the Talmud 
into the Russian language. The money has 
been deposited in St. Petersburg, and the 
necessary papers have been drawn up. Dr. 
Raqovin has also made a clause in his will 


to the effect that if he should die before 
the completion of one-half of the translation 
of the Talmud into Russian, under the di- 
rection of Dr. Rodkinson, that gentleman 
should receive 25,000 rubles and the remain- 
der of the 50,000 rubles upon the completion 
of the second half. 

“The donor of this large sum of money,” 
said Dr. Rodkinson, ‘‘is a thorough He- 
brew scholar, and a master of the Engiish 
language, and it was after reading the first 
volume of the translation that he made the 
offer. Dr. Raqovin is desirous of giving 
the Russian public an opportunity to read 
the Talmud in their native language. The 
Emperor Nicholas, during his lifetime, of- 
fered 100,000 rubles for a translation of the 
Talmud into the Russian, and paid a Dr. 
Pinner 20,000 rubles for a translation of one 
volume into German.” 





ROBBED IN AN ELEVATOR. 


Loses $540 in a 
Business Building. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—Wh,le the slow-mov- 
ing elevator in the building of the Central 
Steam Laundry Company, West Monroe 
and Jefferson Streets, was ascending from 
the first floor at 3 o'clock this afternoon, 
two of its five occupants covered the other 
three with revolvers. 

They took from Joseph Spanheimer, cash- 
ier of the laundry company, a satchel con- 
taining $40, forced the elevator boy to 
lower ‘the cage, and escaped with their 
plunder. They sped south to an alley at 
the end of the building, into which they 
turned. 

H. A. Vurplitt followed them into 
alley, but the robbers turned upon him 
with their weapons and forced him to hait, 
while they climbed a fence, bearing the 
satchel full of money with them, and dis- 
appeared. 

Cashier Spanheimer left the office early in 
the afternoon to secure money for the 
weekly pay roll. He drew some cash at 
the bank and was paid a large amount by 
the Wagner Palace Car Company. The 
robbers evidently followed him from both 
places. 

All the cash was placed in the satchel, 
which Spanheimer bore in his left hand, 
while his right hand was closed over a re- 
volver in his overcoat pocket. He did not 
have an opportunity to use the weapon 
when occasion came, for one of the robbers 
took it from him.

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“SONTINUATION OF THE TARIFF 
HEARING AT WASHINGTON. 


Revision of the Schedule Asked by 
; Many Interests—Protection Want- 
ed Against Egypt by Missis- 
sippi Valley Growers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—-The tariff hear- 
fing before the Ways and Means Committee 
‘to-day was on Schedule I—“ cotton manu- 
factures.”’ 

The first section of the schedule relates 


to the duty on cotton thread and carded 
yarns, and on warps or warp yarn. The 
gentlemen who were present to enlighten 
the committee in regard to those manu- 
factures were Messrs. Andrew B. Sanford, 
R. C. Kerr, and W. D. Howland, represent- 
ing the Cotton Spinners’ Association of 
‘Fall River, Mass., and Messrs. J. A. Camp- 
bell; J. C. Young, and P. J. McNally of 
Manayunk, Penn. Mr. Sanford stated the 
views of the Cotton Spinners’ Association, 
and was subjected to close questioning on 
the part of thae two Democratic members. 

Mr. Sanford said that the provisos placed 
In the present tariff bill had practically 
made it an ad valorem measure. It was 
simply impossible for the spinners of this 
country to put dut any fine yarns. As far 
as these yarns went, the bill was inopera- 
tive, and the mills had been compelled to 
stop the making of fine yarns and try the 
making of coarse goods, for which their 
machinery was not adapted. Under the 
present bill fine yarns imported were un- 
dervalued. The manufacturer was injured 
and the Government was deprived of much 
revenue. The Cotton Spinners’ Associa- 
tion would be willing to have the present 
rates on cotton yarns remain if the pro- 
visos in the law regarding them were 
Stricken out. ‘dhe importation of these 
yarns had increased from some _ 700,000 
pounds in 1894 to over 2,000,000 pounds this 
year. 

The paragraph in the present law com- 
plained of provides that in no case shall the 
duty levied exceed 8 cents per pound on 
yarns valued at not exceeding 25 cents per 
pound nor exceeding 15 cents per pound on 
yarns valued at over 25 cents per pound 
and not exceeding 40 cents per pound: 
Provided furthe:, that on all yarns valued 
at more than 40 cents per pound there shall 
be levied, collected, and paid a duty of 45 
per cent. ad valorem. 


Cotton-Cloth Makers’ Demands. 

S$. B. Chace of Fall River, Mass., spoke 
for the makers of cotton cloth. They were 
not sufficiently protected on the fine end 
of the business, he said, and would ask 
for a few amendments to the present law 
in this direction. They wanted a new clas- 
sif®ation for cloths exceeding 300 threads 
to the square inch, otherwise they were 
satisfied with the present duties. They 
also desired to have goods known as “ fig- 
ured weaves”’ specially provided for. This 
Was a new branch of the industry, and the 
figure doubled the value of the goods. 

Another matter he wished to call atten- 
tion to was the importation of plain cloth 
marked off in colored squares the size of 
handkerchiefs, as handkerchiefs. Fine cloth 
Was imported in this way, dutiable as com- 
mon handkerchiefs.’ As soon as imported, 
these goods were sent to be bleached, the 
Mnes being taken out, after which they 
could be used for any purpose. In this 
Way great frauds were perpetrated. He 
complained bitterly of ad valorem duties 
and the undervaluation practiced under 
them. 

Answering Mr. McMillin, he said that as the 
process of manufacture improved the price 
of goods fell. Competition was so sharp in 
the United States that it would keep prices 
down even if a prohibitory duty was placed 
on the goods. 

Replying te Mr. Dingley, he said that 
uring the past two years he had been 
forced to import fine yarns, as no maker in 
this country could supply them at a price 
as low as that at which they could be im- 
ported. 

His attention was called by Mr. Wheeler 
of Alabama to statements of several au- 
thorities to the effect that labor was better 
Paid in Europe. He did not agree with 
‘nis. On the other hand,’ he said he was 
positive the American laborers were the 
better paid. 


Needs of Stocking Makers. 


Robert Pilling of Philadelphia, a maker 
of stockings and underwear, said that later 
he would submit a statement covering what 
hosemakers desired. The present law was 
not satisfactory, especially on “ fashion 
goods.” On underwear no change would 
be asked. He requested the committee to 
strike from the stocking schedule’ Clause 
261. This covered a class of “old cut” 
goods made on knitting frames. They were 
no longer made, and could not be sold, but 
if the clause remained it might prove a 
loophole for fraudulent importations. 

Referring to labor, he said that here it 
Wes paid four times as much as it was in 
Germany, the great competitor in the stock- 
ing trade. For years, he said, our people 
had been struggling to supply the “ fashion 
goods,” and were beginning to get foot- 
hold, but under the present tariff law they 
could not succeed. The “seamless” ma- 
chine, an American invention, was now 
being made abroad, and this added greatly 
to the competition. 

R. W. Cooper of Olneyville, R. I., a manu- 
facturer of the finer grade of stockings, 
asked for a tariff of 40 cents per dozen and 
BO per cent. ad valorem on all goods cost- 
ing $1.50 per dozen and under, The cost of 
making goods here was three times as great 
as it was in Germany, and the rate asked 
for would exactly equalize conditions in the 
two countries, and put our people on the 
Same footing. His company had been doing 
business for twelve years, and had never 
paid a dividend. It was beginning to get 
on its feet under the McKinley law, but 
under the present tariff had just managed 
to exist. 

James Talcott, representing the American 
Hosiery Company of New Britain, Conn., 
gaid that under the present tariff his in- 
@ustry had been very much depressed, and 
the mill will either be stopped or run on 
limited -production. His company made 
fine “full fashion’’ goods. This class of 
goods could be made to pay a handsome 
revenue if the makers of them in this coun- 
try were protected. He had no rates to 
suggest at present, but would send them in 
ater. 

W. H. Bilyen of the Philadelphia Knitting 
Mills Compery agreed with Mr. Talcott, 
and with him would submit rates. 


Cotton Growers Heard. 


W. R. Craig of Mississippi, on behalf of 
producers of “‘extra staple” cotton of the 
Mississippi Valley, asked for protection 
against Egyptian cotton. This cotton, he 
said, came into direct competition with the 
domestic product, and to a large extent 
had driven the domestic growers out. In 
gome way, he asserted, the foreigners al- 
ways managed to undersell the domestic 
producers just enough to get their goods 
in. The domestic cotton was used in the 
finer grades of goods, and was one cf the 
industries which could be protected without 
damage to any one. It was a growing in- 
dustry, and a moderate protection was 
asked for 1t. He thought 3 cents per pound 
‘would suffice. An ad valorem duty would 
be worthless. A large percentage of the

Cc. P. Baker, Treasurer of the Lawrence 
Manufacturing Company, said that the 
Egyptian cotton was used in preference to 
the American product, as there was iess 
waste in working it.

Mr. Wheeler asked if the South would 
not be selling its birthright for a mess of 
pottage to ask for this.

b. F. Stoner of Wrightsville, Penn., a 
manyfacturer of embroidery goods, tace 
curtains, &c., requested protection for an 
“infant industry.””’ His company, he said, 
had started under the McKinley law, which 
gave hardly sufficient protection, but under 
the present tariff the company had just 
managed to live. The goods were now 
classed with laces, edging, &c., and he 
suggested a separate paragraph covering 
them, with a specific rate to offset the cost 
of the raw material and an ad valorem 
duty to cover the difference in the cost of 
labor. 

W. H. Chapman of East Hampton, Mass., 
a maker of silk buttons, said that he did 
not desire any change in the present law 
so long as the articles he was interested in 
remained in the silk and woolen schedules. 
If any changes were made, he desired the 
benefit of whatever they might be. 

James Talcott of New York said that in 
connection with silks he desired to repeat 
what he had said regarding cotton. He 
wanted protection enough to pay for run- 
ning machinery. 

W. H. Bilyeu of the Philadelphia Knitting 
Company desired the rate on silk hosiery 
advanced to where it had been under the 
McKinley law. The goods, he declared, 
were a luxury, and a tariff on them would 
not be felt. 


Advalorem and Snecifie Duties. 


E. C. Hovey, representing the textile in- 
dustries, spoke on ad vaiorem and specific 
duties. He asked that in the preparation 
of the new bill the committee do what it 
could to frame a law which would prevent 
undervaiuation and frauds on the revenue. 

Every specific duty made, he said, was a 
step in the right direction. He recognized 
the fact that it was almost impossible to 
make all duties specific, but urged the 
committee, in the preparation of the various 
clauses, to close every loophole possible by 
which frauds could creep in. So long as a 
“stool pigeon,’ he said, is permitted to 
stand as the importer, so long will the 
United States be defrauded. The records 
of the New York Custom House, he con- 
tinued, show that large quantities of goods 
imported annually in which the real 
importer never appears, the work being 
done by the ‘stool pigeon.” This was a 
matter of great importance, and could not 
receive too careful attention. 

The committee adjourned until to-mor- 
row, when the sugar schedule will be taken 
up. 


DUBOIS GETS DEMOCRATIC AID.

National Committee Desires the 


Senator's Re-election, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Senator Dubois 
of Idaho left for his State last night to 
look after his interests in the coming elec- 
tion of a Senator. 

For several days Senator Dubois has been 
in conference with Democratic leaders, and 
it is said that as a result of these consul- 
tations he has secured the support of the 
party so far as the National Committee can 
throw it to him. 

It was decided that Mr. C. A. Walsh of 
Iowa, Secretary of the National Committee, 
should represent that organization at the 
Idaho State Capitol. Senator Dubois is 
now on his way West, and will be met at 
Omaha by Mr. Walsh. 

The Idaho Legislature consists of twenty- 
three Populists, twenty-two silver Repub- 
licans, twenty-four Democrats, and one 
gold Republican. Of these, twenty-two 
silver Republicans were pledged to Dubois 
by their county conventions; he likewise 
has the pledges of six Democrats and one 
Populist, This gives him a total of 29 
votes in the Legislature, or 7 short of 
enough to elect him. Whether sufficient 
votes can be got from the Democrats to 
pull him through is a question that has 
not yet been satisfactorily answered. 

The Democrats and Populisis ;made a 
straight fusion in the State, and the Demo- 
cratic State Convention passed a resolu- 
tion declaring that the Democrats should 
use all honorable means to elect a Popu- 


list to the United States Senate. Many 
of the Democratic County Conventions in- 
dorsed this plank. and that is the stumbling 
block to the men who would now, it is 
said, like to break away from the implied 
pledge. The Democrats, however, say 
they got the worst of the fusion, and were 
compelled to give up one-half the State 
officers, the Congressmen and the United 
States Senator. This one-sided agreement 
is distasteful to many of them, and from 
this dissatisfied element are expected the 
seven votes Senator Dubois needs. 





FOUR FORTUNATE CONVICTS. 


A Pardon and Three Commutations 
by Gov. Morton. 


AUBURN, N. Y., Dec. 29.—Several con- 
viets in Auburn Prison have received happy 
New Year’s remembrances from Gov. Morton 
in the shape of pardons and commutations. 
Another installment arrived to-day, com- 
prising one pardon and three commutations 
for long-term men. 

A pardon was received by Henry E. B. 
Pardee, an Ontario County forger who en- 
tered prison in June, 1894, under sentence 
of six years. He was discharged at once. 
The terms of the prisoners who received 
commutations will not expire for some time 
yet. Theodore Benjamin is serving a life 
sentence for murder in the second degree. 
He came from Lowville, Lewis County, 
Dec. 15, 1886, and his sentence was com- 
muted to sixteen years and six months. 
With the regular commutation for good be- 


havior he will be released from prison 
March 19, 1897. 

William E. Heim came from Oneida 
County under a twenty years’ sentence for 
burglary and grand larceny. The Governor 
reduced the sentence to eight years. Heim 
will go home June 17, 1898. 

Charles Warner is a Queens County bur- 
glar and a Sing Sing transfer. In Septem- 
ber, 1890, he commenced a term of seven- 
teen years and six months, which has been 
commuted to thirteen years. He will regain 
his liberty Oct. 25, 1899. Warner is the 
man who saved the life of Keeper Jenkins 
when attacked by a Chinese convict named 
Lung Poi. 





A RELIGIOUS MANIAC’S DEED. 


He Tries to Kill His Son and Burn 


Himself with Him. 


NORWICH, Conn., Dec. 29.—Whilt suf- 
fering from religious mania to-day Isaac 
H. Douglass, a well-to-do farmer of Volun- 
town, attempted to kill his son, who is about 
thirty years cld and somewhat weak-mind- 
ed, by striking him with an axe, making 
four wounds on his head. He then built a 
fierce fire and was making preparations to 
burn his own body and that of his son, 
when the neighbors discovered smoke is- 
suing from the windows and broke into the 
house in time to rescue both. 

The son’s skull is partially fractured by 
two of the wounds, and Dr. Holmes, 
who is attending him, looks for his death 
before morning, from the shock and loss 
of blood. The elder Douglass will be com- 
mitted to the insane asylum.

GAS IN FOREIGN CITIES 
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WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED 
IN GLASGOW, SCOTLAND. 


Some Etriking Results of Municipal 
Ownership as Shown by Dr. Shaw 
—Cheap Gas Stoves Increase 
the Demand-—Ready for 
Electricity. 

The demand for cheaper gas in‘ New 
York City will be made to the Legislature 
this Winter in several different forms by 
advocates of various projects for accom- 
plishing the reform. All friends of the re- 


form movement agree that it shall be dol- 


lar gas at the most, although many believe 
in still further cheapening the supply by 
bringing about municipal ownership. 

The provisions of the Greater New York 
charter on the subject will bring out.vigor- 
ous debate, with the prospect of little party 
alignment. Both Democratic and Repub- 
lican members have announced their in- 
tention to introduce bills, some of which 
favor prices still lower than $1, others local 
control, and others municipal ownership. 
The Gas Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men will present a bill to the Legislature 
asking for authority to obtain from the 
gas companies all facts bearing on the 
eost of manufacture and distribution, to be 
used for the guidance of the committee 
in its future efforts to obtain a reduction 
in price. Until the committee is empow- 
ered to proceed with this investigation the 
only statistics available for its consider- 
ation are those furnished by other cities 
in which municipal control is in force. 

Private corporations are supplying other 
American cities with gas cheaper than it 
is furnished in New York, although there 
are a few cities in which companies, 
“monopolizing the supply, charge more than 
the New York price. In Rochester, N. Y., 
where the illuminating of the city is con- 
trolled by a single consolidated company, 
the price is $1.40 per thousand cubic feet. 
This price applies to both illuminating and 
fuel gas, but there is a discount in illumin- 
ating gas of 15 cents per thousand if the 
monthly bill is paid in ten days, and a dis- 
count of 40 cents on fuel gas under the 
same conditions. These discounts bring the 
net prices to $1.25 and $1 per thousand. 
The same mains are used for both kinds 
of gas, but separate meters are used. Sev- 
eral thousand ranges for domestic use were 
distributed by the Rochester company 
among its customers recently upon the 
agreement that they would use not less 
than six dollars’ worth of fuel gas a year, 
the ranges remaining the property of the 
company. 

Competition between private companies in 
Kansas City reduced the price of gas to 
consumers to 50 cents per thousand, until 
by a combination of interests they raised 
it to $1. Municipal gas plants in Phila- 
delphia and Richmond supply gas profitably 
at $1, and in Wheeling at 75 cents. Euro- 
pean cities were the first to undertake mu- 
nicipal ownership, and it is there the most 
striking results have been obtained. 

Municipal Couatrol in Glasgow. 

The City of Glasgow, Scotland, is referred 
to by Dr. Albert Shaw, in his ‘*‘ Municipal 
Government in Great Britain,’’ as the great- 
est municipal organism in Great Brit- 
ain, not excepting London. Concerning the 
municipal assumption of gas supply in 
Glasgow he writes: 

‘Having made the waterworks a grand 
success, having next begun a corporation 


park system, and having entered vigor- 
ously and hopefully upon elaborate schemes 
of sanitary and city improvement, Glasgow, 
in 1869, transferred the gas supply to the 
city corporation from private hands, to be 
managed by the Council as an ordinary de- 
partment. Twenty-five years of manage- 
ment by the authorities has given unmiti- 
gated satisfaction to all the citizens of 
Glasgow. The quantity of gas sold has in- 
creased from 1,026,000,000 feet in 1869-70, 
the corporation’s first year, to 3,126,000,000 
in 1890-91, an increase of 170 per cent., 
while the population supplied has grown 
only, perhaps, 25 or 30 per cent. In 1869-70 
the amount manufactured was 20 per cent. 
greater than the amount sold, or accounted 
‘for. Since then the leakage has decreased 
to 10 per cent. More than 140,000 meters 
are in use, and as it is not the policy of the 
corporation to charge its customers for 
more than they actually receive it is in- 
evitable that there should be a considera- 
ble percentage of loss in delivery. From 
$1.14 per thousand feet, which was charged 
in 1869-70, the corporation has been able 
to make reductions year by year until, for 
several years prior to 181 the price has 
been fixed at 60 cents. No one will claim 
that a private company would have made 
these reductions while continuing to sup- 
ply a satisfactory quality of gas, especially 
in view of the fact that the price of gas- 
making coal has greatly increased. 

‘““Yet the department has been able to 
construct new works, (it now’ owns four 
immense establishments,) pay its interest 
charges and running expenses, write off 
large sums every year for depreciation of 
works, pipes and meters, and accumulate 
a sinking fund capable of paying off cap- 
ital indebtedness as it matures. The total 
indebtedness was at the highest point in 
1875, when it reached $5,300,000. The net 
debt is now reduced to about $2,400,000, 
which is very much more than covered, of 
course, by the value of the plant. What- 
ever competition gas as an illuminant may 
have to face in the future, the Glasgow 
corporation works have reached a point 
of perfect financial security. 

‘In the rather gloomy Winter climate 
of Glasgow, which necessitates a large use 
of artificial light, cheap gas in all the 
tenements, however humble, and in every 
passageway, is a great blessing, and the 
more than doubling of the per capita use 
means a. vast increase in comfort and hap- 
piness that defies statistical expression. 
Great wisdom and humanity have been 
shown, therefore, in the policy of smaller 
earnings and a less rapid debt paying for 
the sake of a more rapid reduction of the 
charge to consumers, and a more rapid 
growth of the total consumption. 


Gas Stoves Furnished at Low Rates. 


“ These considerations of the general good 
which dominate the public control of such 
services as those of light and water can 
have only small weight in the counsels of 
a private money-making corporation, and 
herein lies perhaps the most fundamental 
reason for the municipal assumption of such 


functions. No other city in the world, at 
least outside of Scotland, can at all com- 
pare with Glasgow in the universality of 
the use of gas in the homes of the work- 
ing classes, 

“It remains to speak of the recent ex- 
periment of the Glasgow Gas Department 
in supplying gas cooking stoves, either 
selling them at about cost price or renting 
them at a moderate charge by the year, 
half year, or quarter. To understand the 
local application of this’ experiment, it is 
necessary to know that fully 70 per cent. 
of the people of Glasgow live in houses of 
one or two rooms, using the same fire for 
cooking and heating, but spending little for 
heat during eight months of the year. All 
these houses are fitted with gas for jl- 
lumination. The city recovers in rents a 
fair interest and depreciation charge on its 
investment in stoves, and is at the same 
time extending its market for gas. Since 
1885 this business has gone on briskly, the 
city having a large sum invested in stoves. 

“During the year 1887-8 there were sold 
1,193 heating and cooking appliances, and 
1,465 were rented. In 1892 the department 
had more than 8,000 gas stoves of its own 
on hire in the tenement houses, and had in 
the preceding seven years sold many thou- 
sands. This is not to be deemed a perma- 
nent feature of the Glasgow Gas Depart- 
ment, but really a passing bit of semi-com- 
mercial, semi-philenthropic enterprise to 
stimulate the use of gas as fuel in the 
abodes of the poor. 

“The Glasgow authorities evidently look 
forward to a time when the use of elec-

Mean- 
while the municipal authorities of Glasgow 
have determined to monopolize the busi- 
ness of distributing electric light and power 
from central establishments. They ob- 
tained powers from Parliament in 1890 to 
undertake electric lighting. In 1892 they 
bought out the existing private company, 
and in 1893 they opened a large municipal 
plant in the heart of the city for supplying 
are and incandescent lights to private con- 
sumers, as well as to streets and public 
buildings. The experiment is deemed satis- 
factory thus far, and this enterprise, which 
is under the management of the Gas De- 
partment, promises to have a great develop- 
ment in the early future.” 


What Manchester Has Done. 


The oldest of all municipal gas plants— 
that of Manchester, England—was estab- 
lished in 1807, in the very early days of the 
introduction of gas as an illuminant. Dr. 
Shaw inspected the Manchester system and 
summarized his observations as follows: 

“The gas business in Manchester has 


never been in private hands, but was be- 
gun by the local authorities. It has grown 
to enormous proportions, many neighboring 
townships being Manchester’s customers 
for gas as well as for water. An area more 
than twice as great as the city itself is 
supplied with gas from the municipal re- 
torts. The daily consumption in 1894 va- 
ried from 5,000,000 cubic feet a day to 22,- 
500,000 in Winter. The ordinary price is 
2s. 6d. (60 cents) per thousand feet. More 
than 81,000 private consumers and more 
than 15,000 public lamps are supplied. For 
the last year’s operation the gasworks, 
besides furnishing public illumination at ac- 
tual cost and the private supply at a mod- 
erate cost, earned above all expenses (re- 
newal funds being reckoned as current ex- 
penditures) a clear sum of more than $500,- 
000, of which nearly $200,000 was applied to 
interest and sinking fund payments on ac- 
count of the capital investment, and more 
than $200,000 was paid over to the general 
City Treasury as net profits. In 1893 Man- 
chester entered upon a plan of great en- 
largement and improvement of its gas 
plants, and in the course of a few years it 
is expected that several million dollars will 
be thus expended. The Manchester Gas 
Committee, like that of Glasgow and some 
other British cities, is doing all that it can 
to encourage the use of gas as fuel, and to 
that end rents many thousands of heating 
and cooking appliances. Like Glasgow 
also, the municipal authorities of Manches- 
ter have (in 1893) constructed a great cen- 
tral electric-ligtting plant, and have en- 
tered definitely upon the policy of supply- 
ing electricity for public and private illu- 
mination and eventually also for power.” 

The City of Birmingham acquired owner- 
ship of the private gas plants for $10,000,- 
000 in 1874. The first year’s profits were 
about $170,000, and they have steadily ad- 
vanced, until they are twice that amount. 

“Yet it has be »n possible,’’ writes Dr. 
Shaw, ‘‘to reduce since 1875 the price to 
consumers from about 75 cents per 1,000 
feet to about 50 cents. This reduction and 
other favorable arrangements have pro- 
moted the diffusion of gas among the poor- 
er classes. The municipality in 1889 con- 
ceded the eight-hour day to its employes 
(nearly 2,000) in the Gas Department, and in 
other respects there have accrued social as 
well as financial benefits from the policy of 
municipal operetion. 





NO VIOLENCE THREATENED. 


The Meeting of the Unemployed in 
Denver Recently. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 29.—The Executive 
Committee appointed at a meeting of the 
unemployed recently held here, met to-day, 
and after a heated discussion upon the criti- 
cism which some Eastern papers made upon 
che remarks of the leading speakers at that 
meeting, adopted the following resolutions: 

“Whereas, It has been represented in 
some Eastern newspapers that at the recent 
mass meeting of the unemployed held in 
this city, addresses were delivered by the 
Rev. Tom Uzzle and the Rev. Myron W. 
Reed, which advocated physical violence as 
a remedy for the unemployed, and were in- 
eendiary and anarchistic character; 

“Be it resolved, That this committee, 
representing the unemployed of Denver, do 
hereby stigmatize these charges as gross 
exaggerations and deliberate misrepresenta- 


tions of what was said by the Revs. Reed 
and Uzzell. While we feel that the circum- 
stances which caused the meeting to assem- 
ble warranted the use of strong and vig- 
orous criticism, we deem it our duty in 
justice to the reverend gentlemen to de- 
clare emphatically that the construction 
placed upon their language was unjustifia- 
ble, and unfair to them and thousands 
assembled to hear them.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 29.—John G. 
Deshler, George A. Hay, Henry W. Heedy, 
Edwin R. Sharp, and Frank N. Hoffstott, a 
committee appointed by the creditors of the 
Columbus Buggy Company, recommend in 
a report made to-day that the creditors ac- 
cept the proposition recently made by the 
company to pay 35 per cent. of the claims, 
12% per cent. cash, 12% per cent. in ten 
months, and 10 per cent. in twenty months. 

The committee calis attention to the fact 
that this proposition is not only largely in 
excess of the estimated liquidation value of 
the property, but is also in excess of the 
amount determined upon by the committee 
as a basis of composition and settlement.

HENDRICES’S ATTACK ON THE 
MANHATTAN COMPANY. 





A Legal Move to Prevent Payment 
of a Dividend in His Action 
to Secure a State In- 
vestigation. 


Mortimer Hendricks obtained yesterday, 
through Lawyer George Putnam Smith, 
from Justice Roger A, Pryor an order re- 
quiring the Directors of the Manhattan 
Railway Company to show cause Dec. 31 


why they should not be restrained from 
paying the quarterly dividend on Manhat- 
tan stock due Jan. 2. The proceedings in 
the Supreme Court were ex parte. 

Mr. Hendricks’s action is a sequel of his 
request to the Attorney General to bring a 
suit against the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany to prevent it from paying dividends 
and to account for past payments, which, 
Mr. Hendricks aserts, were illegal because 
they would be and have been in excess of 
the profits of the corporation. The Attor- 
ney General arranged, after several delays, 
to hear the case Jan. 2. This: would be 
the day of the payment of the quarterly 
dividend, and the dividend would have been 
paid if matters remained as they were. 

Regarding his complaint against the Man- 
hattan Company and the order granted by 
Judge Pryor, Mr. Hendricks said yesterday 
to a representative of THE NEW YORK 
TIMES: 

“Wall Street seems to have the impres- 
sion that I am suing the Directors of the 
Manhattan Company. That is not the case. 
I have.simply drawn up a petition and pre- 
sented it to the Attorney General of the 
State. In that petition I charge that the 
company has no right to pay a 6 per cent. 
dividend on its stock. I charge that the 
road does not earn so much, that it has 
no surplus to draw from, and that it is 
compelled to and does borrow money to pay 
its dividends. 

“That is the substance of my petition, 
and after reciting my reasons, I ask the 
Attorney General to bring suit against the 
company for a receiver or to follow what- 
ever other measures he may desire. The 
Attorney General has read my petition and 
has decided that my charges are of a suf- 
ficiently serious character to be further in- 
vestigated. And for that reason he has set 
a date for a hearing, at which time I am 
to show specific reasons for my action. The 
company’s counsel will also be present to 
prove my charges false if they find it possi- 
ble to do so, 

‘“‘I know that it has been freely intimated 
that I have made this petition for stock- 
jobbing purposes, that I am simply the tool 
of a clique of professional market manipu- 
lators, that there is nothing sincere about 
my action unless it be my desire to hoid up 
the company, and a lot of other more or 
less complimentary insinuations. Regarding 
these I have nothing to say except to deny 
them all. I have stated before that I have 
made my complaint because I am a holder 
of some Manhattan bonds, and in the in- 
terest of myself and any other bondholders 
who may be desirous of joining with me. 
That is all I have to say—all that can be 
said. 

“The date originally set for the hearing 
before the Attorney General was for some 
time late in January. Subsequently it was 
changed to Dec. 31, and a few days ago 
again changed to Jan. 2, at 1 o’clock. The 
dividend recently declared by the company 
is payable on Jan. 2, and, because that is 
Saturday, before 12 o’clock noon. Conse- 
quently the dividend would have been paid 
before the Attorney General had heard my 
complaint. 

‘“* Because of this I wrote a letter to the 
Central Trust Company, trustees of the 
consolidated mortgage, and asked that they 
bring suit, as such, to restrain the company 


from paying any dividends until after the 
Albany hearing. Mr. Olcott, President of 
the Central Trust Company, heard my argu- 
ments, and I left him with the understand- 
ing that, unless I should hear from him be- 
fore noon on Tuesday, I sheuld understand 
that his compa”. declined to take action in 
the matter. 

**T did not hear from him by the time ap- 
pointed, and I immediately went before 
Judge Pryor and secured a restraining 
order. Argument on the petition for an in- 
junction is to be heard on Thursday at 11 
o'clock. 

“We are to appear before the Attorney 
General next Saturday. Then I will say 
what there is to be said.’”’ 





AFFAIRS OF LONG ISLAND ROAD. 


Austin Corbin, Jr., Makes a Denial in 
Explanation of Rumors, 


Austin Corbin, Jr., denied yesterday that 
J. Pierpont Morgan had obtained control 
of the Long Island Railroad. He added 
that the stock of the road had practically 
been out of the Street since the Messrs. 
Maxwell left the Long Island Railroad for 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, and 
that rumors induced stockholders to sell 
when there was no buying market. Mr. 
Corbin declared that there had not been, 
and would not be, any impairment of the 
holdings of the Corbin estate and Charles 


M. Pratt, and that the finances of the com- 
pany were in excellent condition.

—A reorganization of the Toronto, Hamil- 
ton and Buffalo Railway Company, once 
the Brantford, Waterloo and Lake Erie 
Railway, was accomplished yesterday by 
the election of this Board of Directors:

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‘THE SENATORSHIP FIGHT. 


Choate Men in Good Spirits—More Re- 
plies to Senator Pavey. 


The supporters of Joseph H. Choate were 
in good spirits yesterday, notwithstanding 
their failure to carry the resolution ap- 
proving his candidacy for the United States 
Senate at the meeting of the Republican 
Club Monday night. 

“The club failed to indorse Mr. Choate, 
because many of its members did not be- 
lieve it good policy to indorse any candidate 
for any office before he is formally nom- 
inated by the party,” said Senator Pavey, 
who presented the Choate resolution. 

“The club did indorse the candidacy 
of William M. Evarts in 1885. That was, 
however, before the present constitution of 
the club was in effect. I do not know that 
the old constitution was different in this 
particular from the present one, but as Mr. 
Smith’s resolution of Monday night, re- 
ferred to acts under the existing constitu- 
tion, the Evarts case could not be cited 
as a precedent. 

“The action of the club did not show the 
personal feeling of the members as regards 
Platt and Choate. The question of the 
club’s general policy was involved.” 

Edmund Wetmore, who was chosen Presi- 
dent of the Choate Club and who presided 
at the Carnegie Hall mass meeting, has 
resigned. He said he did not want to 
“stand for’’ a movement which went into 
personalities, as some of the Choate cam-, 
paigners were doing. 

The speech of William D. Guthrie, at the 
Carnegie Hall meeting, according to Mr. 
Wetmore’s friends, was the immediate cause 
of Mr. Wetmore’s retirement. 

Several members of the Legislature, in 
addition to those heretofore quoted, have 
sent letters to Senator Pavey, declaring 
for Mr. Platt. James M. E. O’Grady of 
Rochester, who will be the next Speaker of 
the Assembly, wrote: 

“The reasons why Mr. Choate should not 
be United States Senator have been often 
and in various ways repeated both by the 
newspapers of the State and your corre- 
spondents. It is unnecessary for me to re- 
hearse them. Of course we all know that 
the United States Senatorship entered very 
largely in the campaign of 1896, and that, 
in the event of Republican success, but 
one man was thought of or considered in 
connection with the office. Indeed, you 
yourself, since the election, have been 
quoted in the papers in the State as admit- 
ting this fact, and as being willing to vote 
for former Senator Platt, and others here- 
tofore hostile to him have voluntarily en- 
rolled themselves as his supporters. 

“Mr. Platt has practically the support 
of the Republican Party throughout the 
entire State. In fact, as you well know, 
there is less opposition to him than to any 
man who has ever been elected Senator. 
He certainly has the support of all the 
Republicans of Monroe County, and, under 
these circumstances, it would be my duty, 
as it is my pleasure, to vote fer him.” 

Senator Charles B. Page of this city wrote 


to some of his constituents: ‘‘I want a 
Republican Senator from this State, one of 
whose Republicanism there is not and never 
has been any doubt. Not one we hear of 
only when the Repu»lican Party has won a 
victory. I am credibly informed that Mr. 
Choate voted for Grover Cleveland in 18S, 
and that he does not believe in a Republican 
protective tariff. No man with that record 
will ever receive a vote of mine for United 
States Senator. Certain it is, that Mr. 
Choate took no part in making it possible 
for us to elect a Republican to succeed 
Senator Hill, and it is just as certain that 
no man did more to bring about that de- 
sirable result than the Hon. Thomas C, 
Platt.” 

Senator W. L. Brown of the 
Herkimer district did not negne his pref- 
erence, but said of Mr. Choate: ‘‘I know 
of no reason why the Republican Party 
should select Choate for United States 
Senator. I concede his wit, brilliancy, and 
legal attainments. I do not, however, be- 
lieve he would make an ideal, or even a 
satisfactory, Senator. His training, habits 
of thought, and professional services have 
not brought him in touch with the inter- 
ests of the common people of this State. 
Something more than a brilliant corporation 
lawyer is needed to measure up to the full 
height of the position. A man is needed 
who has not only studied the interests of 
the great mass of the people, but who is 
in full sympathy with every interest that 
pertains to the commonweal. Moreover, 
he has not demonstrated sufficient devotion 
and fealty to the great party he seeks to 
lead and serve.’’ 

Assemblymen-elect Murray Benham of 
Ontario County, J. A. Hanna of Dutchess, 
and George W. Kavanaugh of Saratoga 
have written that their preference will be 
ex-Senator Platt.

THE REAL MR. BLUEBEARD 





PROF. WILSON’S STORY OF WHO 
THE NOTED MURDERER WAS. 


The Legend Comes from Brittany, 
Where the People Firmly Believe 
It and Point Out the Place 
Where He Was Executed. 


The American Folk-Lore Society, which 
held its eighth annual meeting in Hamilton 
Hall, Columbia College, yesterday, heard 
the true story of ‘‘ Bluebeard,” that terror 
of the nursery, and even of men and women 


who think of the many murders attributed 
to him in prose and verse. Prof. Thomas 
Wilson of Washington was the narrator, 
and the vouchers for its truth, he says are 
to be found among the peasants of Brittany, 
where he spent several years. 

“The people of the province of Brittany,” 
said Prof. Wilson, ‘‘ believe, almost insist, 
that ‘ Bluebeard’ lived in their province. 
According to them, he was Gilles de Rais, 
the latter part of the name being Retz in- 
later days. Gilles de Rais was rn about 
1404, and of a family that was one of the 
noblest of the world. Brittany was not 
then a part of France. He was early de- 
prived by death of his father. His mother 
lived many years after that. 

“ According to the theory of the country 
the mother was not fit to care for her male 
children, and young Gilles and his brother 
came under the care of his maternal grand- 
father. 

“The grandfather’s first step was to look 


about for a wife for Gilles, and the young 
fellow was a husband when he was sixteen 
and a half years old. His wife lived many 
years after him, and she never complained 
of having been ill-treated. 

“War came on with the English, and 
under command of his grandfather, Gilles 
became a soldier. His record was one of 
gallantry and quick advancement. 429 
he became Dean of the nobles of Brittany. 
By royal request, he went soon after that 
to meet Charles VII. of France. That waa 
about the time of the advent into history of 
Joan of Arc. He became a member of her 
body guard, a Captain, if I remember the 
story aright. * 

“At the coronation of Charles he was 
made a Marshal of France, but he did not 
remain in that country long. He went 
back to Brittany, rich and ready for en- 
joyment. He owned half a dozen castles 
and spent money with the greatest extrav- 
agance. 

“His income finally fell far short of bee 
ing sufficient for his expensive tastes, and 
some plan to make money had to be re- 
sorted to. He changed his plan of life en- 
tirely. He sought for the so-called philos- 
opher’s stone. He became a miser. . About 
that time he met. an Italian priest who had 
got into trouble and who claimed to be an 
alchemist. They worked day and night in 
a gloomy castle, but success did not come. 

‘Finally the prrest persuaded him that to 
attain what they sought it would be nee- 
essary that they should have the flesh and 
blood, particuiarly the latter, of innocent 
young men and women. Then began that 
career of crime that causes older people to 
shudder, and the story of which is used to 
frighten children. 

“* Terrorized neighbors at last took action, 
Bluebeard, the priest, and their assistant 
were arrested. They were tried and con- 
victed by the Church authorities, and then 
by the secular courts. They were sen- 
tenced to be burned. Bluebeard had a 
dream, in which a spirit told him that he 
should be hanged. e requested that form 
of execution, and the favor was halt 
granted. 

“He and the priest and the servant were 
hanged, and just as they were expiring, 
fagots were lighted under the gibbet. Even 
to-day the peasants of Brittany will point 
out to you, trembling, the spot where Blue- 
beard met his righteous doom.”’ 

The Folk-Lore Society heard many more 
stories during the session from 9 o’clock to 
5 o’clock, but none that kept the attention 
es the members at higher attention than 
this, 

Dr. Robert M. Lawrence of Lexington, 
Mass., presented a wonderful budget of 
lore, legend, and fancy about common salt. 

Miss Alice C. Fletcher of Washington read 
a paper on ‘Ceremonial Hair Cutting 
Among the Omahas and Related Tribes.” 

Dr. Franz Boas of Columbia University 
told a legend of Alaska, which he found in » 
practically the same form in Nova Scotia 
and the middle parts of North America. 
W. W. Newell of Cambridge, Mass., had 
for a subject the legend of the Holy 
Grail; Harlan I. Smith of New York re- 
lated an Ojibwa myth; the Rev. . & 
Scarborough, a colored minister, gave ex- 
amples of negro play music, and Stans- 
bury Hagar of Brooklyn told Micmag 
weather stories. 

The society elected these officers: Presi- 
dent—Stewart Culin, University of Pennsyl- 
vania; First Vice President—Dr. Henry 
Wood, Baltimore; Second Vice President— 
Dr. Franz Boas, Columbia University; Sec- 
retary—W. W. Newall of Cambridge, Mass; 
Treasurer—John H. Hunton of New York 
City.

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THE TARIFF COMMITTEE AT WORK, 
Something was said at yesterday’s ses- 
Bion of the Ways and Means Committee 
about the existence in protected indus- 
tries of combinations which suppress 
competition and exact high prices with 
the assistance of high duties on foreign 
goods. So far as we can learn, no other 
reference to this subject has been made 
thus far in the course of the “ hearings.”’ 
‘A manufacturer of cotton cloth was ad- 
dressing the committee. We the 
following from the press report: 

“Mr. Cnack said that the selling price of 
goods was kept down to the lowest point by 
competition. Mr. McMILLIN attempted to 
show that this was not the fact in the case 
of many protected articles, but Mr. CHacE 
insisted that it was true except where arti- 
ficial combinations existed. 

“*Then, in your opinion, artificial com- 
Dbinations do exist?’ asked Mr. McMILLIN. 
*I have so understood,’ replied Mr. CHACE. 
* Well,’ ejaculated Mr. STEELE, (Rep., Ind.,) 
looking blandly across the table at Mr. 
McMILLIN, ‘ what are you going to do about 
jit? P< 

This was all. But Mr. McMILLIN and 
the other minority members of the eom- 
mittee can do nothing. The vital ques- 
tion is, What are the Republican mem- 
bers “ going to do about it?” We shall 
know when the bill is reported to the 
House. 

The character of these “ hearings,” 
and the attitude of those who are heard, 
may be indicated by an examination of 
a few of the pleas. The -chedule cover- 
ing chemicals, drugs, and dyes relates 
to imports valued at about $46,500,000 
per annum, ($33,957,294 free of duty, and 
$12,767,376 dutiable at an ayerage of 31 


take 


per cent. last year,) and among the ar- 
ticles are many important raw materials 
used in manufactures, as well as many 
products used as medicines. A manu- 
facturer of chlorate of potash—the only 
one in the country—who employs only 
fifty persons, asks the committee to in- 
crease the cost of this product to con- 
sumers about 70 per cent. (by a duty of 
5 cents a pound) for his benefit, and ad- 
mits that this duty would be double the 
entire labor cost of production here. The 
imporis are 5,000,000 pounds. 

A manufacturer of ultramarine blue 
asks that the duty shall be increased 
from 3 cents to 4% cents a pound, al- 
though the imports (such facts are not 
mentioned at the “ hearings”) were only 
$106,600 last year, and were $90,617 in 
one of the McKinley years. There are 
only two manufacturers here, and the 
duty was reduced in 1894 for the reason 
that the existence of an ultramarine 
combination had for a long time been the 
subject of comment in the trade jour- 
nals. A manufacturer of potash asked 
for a duty of 5 cents a pound on certain 
potash products now free. The reports 
do not show clearly what the product in 
question is, but there were imported last 
year 140,000,000 pounds of potash in 
various forms, free of duty. Five cents 
B pound on all this would be $7,000,000. 

The old demand for a duty on quinine 
Was renewed. An increase of the cost 
to consumers is desired for the benefit 
of two or three manufacturers. Several

combination which had largely increased 
the price by means of a tariff duty of 25 
cents a gallon, the McKinley act of that 
year made the duty 32 cents. The duty 
is now 20 cents, and the manufacturers 
say they would like 5 cents more. But 
the price of foreign oil in this market is 
50 cents a gallon, while that of domestic 
oil is 33 cents. In the face of these fig- 
ures, how can the manufacturers ask 
for more protection? 

Tor many years the imports of linseed 
oil have been only a drop in the bucket, 
as compared with the domestic output, 
and if the committee:-will look at the 
official reports, it will see that the ex- 
ports last year were six times the im- 
ports! If the manufacturers can sell oil 
abroad without protection, why do they 
need the protection of 20 cents or 25 
cents a gallon, or any protection what- 
ever, in the home market? 

The makers of paints and colors ask 
for no higher duties, provided that the 
committee shall not increase the cost of 
their raw materials. They ought to be 
satisfied, for the exports of their prod- 
ucts were $880,841 last year, as against 
an average of about $725,000 under the 
McKinley tariff. The committee should 
send for an official statement of exports, 
and inquire as to the significance of a 
considerable export trade in any protect- 
ed industry. Our exports, for example, 
under the head of chemicals, dyes, and 
medicines, were $9,048,215 last year, as 
against an average of less than $7,000,- 
000 in the McKinley years. 

We direct the committee’s attention to 
the starch trade, as bearing upon this 
question. The domestic manufacturers 
of starch are protected by a duty which 
averaged last year 84.382 per cent., and 
in that year they exported 31,829,435 
pounds of their products, valued at $885,- 
000. How could they have done this if 
they really needed to be _ protected 
against foreign starch in the home mar- 
ket by a duty of 84 per cent.? Is there 
a starch combination which, like the 
Steel Rail Pool, exacts from consumers 
at home prices much higher than those 
for which its products are sold abroad? 








MR. OLCOTT’S PREDICAMENT. 


District Attorney OLcoTtT, in his letter 
to the Attorney General asking an opin- 
ion as to the effect of Justice KEOGH’s 
decision on his power of appointment, 
Says: 


‘The person holding this office cannot be 
thoroughly successful, unless he can select, 
> and discharge his subordinates at 
will.” 


That depends on what he is trying for. 
Under Judge Krocn’s decision there is no 
limit on his power to discharge. He 
would select from those standing highest 
in a competitive examination open to all; 
the subordinates selected would then be 
appointed on probation only, and if on 
trial they proved unfit they would not be 
appointed. Even after full appointment, 
if they were found unfit, they could be 
discharged. 

Does Mr. OLcotrT have any better or 
more promising method to propose? Has 
he actually applied any better one? He 
evidently intends to turn out Democratic 
subordinates and put in Republicans 
only. Is there anything in the duties 
of the office or in human nature that 
makes it impossible for a Democrat to 
perform those duties, or makes it cer- 
tain that a Republican will perform them 
well? Are the four assistants already 
named by him examples of perfect selec- 
tion? And is he obeying solely the man- 
dates of his own “ will” in these selec- 
tions? If so, by what principle is his 
“will” guided? 








SPAIN AND THE UNITED STATES. 

The news that Spain is preparing to ac- 
cept, in some form and to some extent, 
the mediation of the United States be- 
tween herself and her insurgent subjects 
comes simultaneously from so many 
sources that it is difficult to discredit it 
altogether. It comes from Madrid and 
from Washington, and a confirmation of 
it comes from London. While the specific 
accuracy of the Washington account is 
denied, it is not denied, but explicitly af- 
firmed, that “ negotiations are in prog- 
ress.” The leader in the Epoca of Ma- 
drid, pointing out that the United States 
has a substantial interest in Cuba which 
entitles it to be consulted, might, if it 
were alone, be regarded as merely a 
“trial balloon.” But the sending up at 
this juncture of a trial balloon to ascer- 
tain whether Spanish feeling would admit 
of an arrangement with the United States 
is of itself significant. 

What it signifies is that Spain is at the 
end of her resources. It is at least highly 
probable that she has sounded the Chan- 
celleries of Europe upon the attitude the 
powers would take in case she defied the 
United States and protracted the war 
without offering better terms than she 
had offered before to the insurgents. It 
is equally probable that she has received 
no favorable responses except from the 
Pope, whose tenderness for “her Cath- 
olic Majesty ’’’ was to be taken for grant- 
ed, but who is not temporally one of the 
powers, and from Austria, from which a 
dynastic sympathy was to be counted on 
for a Princess of the house of HapsBurG, 
but which is as incapable as the Pope 
himself of helping Spain or of hurting 
the United States. Spain is thus at the 
end of her diplomatic resources. She has 
been for a long time at the end of her 
pecuniary resources. When women throw 
their plate into the melting pot and offer 
their jewels to the Treasury, the last ex- 
tremity is reached of a war of national 
defense. That these extreme measures 
should be taken to keep a distant posses- 
sion is a strange illustration of the hold 
which Cuba has upon the Spanish imag- 
ination, but it is equally an illustration 
of the futility of continuing a war of con- 
quest. Indeed, the war is hopeless, except 
as a war of extermination. The body 
of the native population of Cuba is ar- 





“vital in every part” and “cannot but 
by annihilating die.” Even if organized 
resistance to Spain could be crushed, the 
lives of isolated Spaniards would not be 
‘safe in Cuba, and as yet Spain has by no 
means made an end of organized resist- 
ance. 

That Spain should thereupon offer a 
liberal autonomy to the Cubans if she 
could secure the guarantee of the United 
States .to the fulfillment of her offer would 
be as dignified and as promising a mode 
of escape as is open to her from a situa- 
tion that has become intolerable. But it 
is not to be supposed that if she admits 
the “ good offices’’ of the United States 
at all, she will admit them to be used 
only for the benefit of the Cubans. If 
she presents a liberal plan of autonomy 
for Cuba and asks us to guarantee it, 
would she not be likely to insist also 
upon our guarantee that the Cubans 
would accept it and would be tranquil- 
ized by it? Is not this the likeliest ex- 
planation of the new spirit of hospitality 
to our suggestions which the politicians 
of Madrid are exhibiting? If it be so, it 
is evident that we on our part should 
very carefully scrutinize the Spanish 
propositions, and should assume no re- 
sponsibilities which we are not sure of 
being able to discharge without injury to 
ourselves. 








ECONOMY AND EXTRAVAGANCE, 


What this country needs is peace and a 
business revival. I would not demand more 
revenue. I would urge greater economy. It 
seems to me that members of Congress do 
not fully appreciate the situation. The cry 
is all the time for more revenue. Not a 
word is ever heard about economy. They 
appropriate $80,000,000 for rivers and har- 
bors. Think of it! An enormous sum! They 
could have saved enough out of that single 
appropriation to make good the deficiency. 
But no; that they will not do—they must 
have more revenue.—[{Senator JAMES SMITH, 
Jr., of New Jersey. 


There are only five members of the 
United States Senate who can consistent- 
ly speak in this way about last session’s 
appropriation for rivers and harbors, and 
Mr. SMITH is one of them. With four 
other Senators he voted to sustain the 
President’s veto of that extravagant bill, 
and fifty-six votes were cast on the other 
side. Moreover, a majority of the fifty- 
six had voted for a measure designed to 
prevent the President from borrowing 
any money which the Treasury might 
need for the payment of contractors em- 
ployed under the‘ provisions of the ap- 
propriation bill. 

It is noticeable that on the very day 
when the opinions of Senator Smiri, 
quoted above, were published, Chairman 
DINGLEY of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee—who may become Secretary of the 
Treasury in the next Cabinet—published 
an elaborate defense of the extravagance 
of Congress in its appropriations for this 
year. ‘“‘ The truth is,” said he, “ that 
there has been no abnormal or unneces- 
sary increase in the expenditures of the 
Government,” and he made a special de- 
fense of the River and Harbor bill, as- 
serting that the provisions of it were 
“necessary ’”’ and ‘‘approved by public 
sentiment.” The tendency of public opin- 
ion is more clearly seen by the Senator 
from New Jersey. 








RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 


What has induced Russia to waive her 
policy of absolute non-interference in the 
internal affairs of Turkey, at least so far 
as to join the other powers in intima- 
tions of coercion in case of further delay 
on the part of the Sultan in carrying out 
the reforms? There is no probability 
that any change has taken place in the 
general policy, which has been pursued 
steadily for four centuries. Russia con- 
siders herself heir to the Byzantine em- 
pire and she has no intention of waiving 
any portion of her claim. Neither are 
there any indications of dissatisfaction 
with the course approved by M. pE GIERS 
and Prince LOBANoFF. The grasp of the 
young Czar is as firm as that of any of 
his ancestors. It has, however, always 
been the practice at St. Petersburg to 
recognize existing situations, and never 
to sacrifice future ends for the sake of 
immediate consistency. At present two 
facts of considerable importance con- 
front the Czar and his advisers, and it is 
very probable that to them is largely due 
this apparent alteration of the position 
held so persistently. 

The first of these is undoubtedly the 
general outcry of the Christian world 
against allowing any continuance of 
Turkish misrule. The visit of Bishop 
SATTERLEE to St. Petersburg and his au- 
dience with the Czar and Czarina ap- 
pear to have had considerable influence. 
It is easy to believe the statement that 
up to that time they had no conception 
of the way in which all the world, and 
especially America, regarded the con- 
tinued bolstering up of the Turk by a 
power that was itself pronouncedly, even 
ostentatiously, Christian. So also the set- 
ting forth of the situation in Turkey 
was evidently a revelation. Following 
upon this came the visit to England, and 
it is scarcely possible that Queen Vic- 
TORIA, always outspoken, did not give 
her grandchildren some idea of her views 
on the matter. From many sources come 
intimations of a desire not to antagonize 
the Christian sentiment of the world any 
more than cannot be helped, 

This influence is assisted by another 
fact—the situation on the borders of Tur- 
key, Persia, and the Caucasus. For the 
past few months there has been a quiet, 
unobtrusive, but very general, exodus of 
Armenians from the villages of Eastern 
Turkey into the Caueasus and Persia, They 
have thronged the cities of Erivan and 
Nakhtchivan, and the villages of Solmas, 
at the upper end of Lake Urumia. Des- 
titute and terrified, they place a heavy 
tax upon their fellow Armenians, and are 
a more or less disturbing element. They 
must be provided for in some way, for it 
will not do for Russia to send relief to 
starving people in India and neglect 
starving Christian refugees in her own 
borders. In Persia, too, the Kurds are by 





rayed against Spain. The rebellion isj] no means reconciled to the loss of such 





opportunities as have come to their kins- 
men of Turkey, and the mountains, never 
very safe, are threatening the plains. 
The result is that Russia sees that for 
her own comfort and for the security of 
Persia, not ‘less essential to her, this 
exodus from Turkey must be stopped. 
She knows that the only way to stop it 
is to make it possible for the Armenians 
to remain in their own homes, and that 
this can be accomplished by but one 
means, the introduction of genuine re- 
form in the provincial administration of 
the Turkish Government. 

It is probable that to these two influ- 
ences, and chiefly to the second, is due 
the decision which has apparently been 
reached by the Russian Government to 
consent to so much of coercion as may 
be necessary to secure order in Asiatic 
Turkey. The element of uncertainty in 
this offers a possibility. Hitherto the 
Sultan has always yielded when he found 
he must. It may be, however, that he 
will find the task of reform too difficult. 
When he began his reign he made an 
honest effort for good administration 
and failed. The situation has grown 
worse rather than better, and there is 
little prospect that he can succeed, even 
if he tries to. If he fails, Russia’s claim 
to enter in is the best. It would be 
strange if she did not improve it. 








THE TREATY OF ARBITRATION. 


A year ago to-day nobody could possi- 
bly have foreseen what the ultimate re- 
sult of the special message of the Presi- 
dent upon the question of the boundary 
between British Guiana and Venezuela 
would be. There were many who thought 
it meant war. There were more who, re- 
garding it as an obstacle to peace, yet 
maintained that peace would be pre- 
served in spite of it. But not a solitary 
prophet proclaimed that it would estab- 
lish peace between the foremost two of 
the English-speaking nations on a firmer 
basis than ever and make it more difficult 
than it had before been for a flurry of 
popular excitement or a fog of popular 
confusion to hurry England and America 
into war. 

It is true that the option of going to 
war is still left open to both nations, and 
it is well that this should be so. War 
remains, what it has always been, the 
“Jast argument of Kings.’’ <A nation 
which proclaims that under no compul- 
sion will it fight invites oppression and 
insult. In the proposals for a Pan-Amer- 
ican union which involved a general 
scheme of arbitration more than one 
State refused to acquiesce beforehand in 
an unlimited application of the scheme. 
Questions of national honor and ques- 
tions of territorial integrity, they de- 
clared, were not arbitrable. This is the 
ground that Lord SALIsBuRY has taken, 
and a reservation is accordingly made in 
the treaty. When either nation is really 
bent upon war, the right of carrying out 
the national will remains to it under the 
treaty. 

But, while the right remains, the diffi- 
culty of exercising it is immensely in- 
creased. It is quite true that a nation so 
disposed may withdraw from arbitration 
almost any question under the pretense 
that it is not arbitrable. But it must do 
so deliberately, formally, and in the face 
of the world. It is not to be expected 
that a great nation will ever. presume to 
quibble under such a scrutiny and such 
a responsibility, that it will venture to 
withdraw from arbitration a question 
which to impartial mankind seems a 
proper subject for arbitration. We have 
had but one war with Great Britain since 
the war by which we obtained our inde- 
pendence of her. It is difficult to imag- 
ine that the war of 1812 could have oc- 
curred if the treaty now ready for signa- 
ture had then been in force. It is 
inconceivable that the claims for the 
enforcement of which the war was under- 
taken would have been either presented 
to a tribunal of arbitration or withheld 
from it under the pretension, publicly 
made and submitted to the judgment of 
mankind, that they were not proper for 
arbitration. 

As we have said, the great result now 
about to be consummated would not 
have been brought about but for the ac- 
tion which so many of us a year ago 
deprecated or deplored. That England 
and America might submit their disputes 
to arbitration was merely a vague as- 
piration or a pious opinion until the 
Venezuelan question made of it a living 
issue and forced it to a solution. It is 
to be hoped that the treaty may receive 
its signature before the close of the year 
and of the holiday season. No more ac- 
ceptable New Year’s gift could be made 
to mankind than the agreement which 
marks the longest stride ever taken to- 
ward reducing to practice the sentiment 
of the Christmas season: ‘Peace on 
earth, good will toward men.” 








Senator WotcoTrt has just left Can- 
ton, Ohio, “in a happy frame of mind.” 
He reports that Mr. McKINLEY gives 
“hearty approval” to a bill to appoint 
delegates to an international monetary 
conference “ when such a meeting shall 
be called.” Called by whom? And who 
will attend it? You might as well try 
to reassemble the Council of Trent. Sen- 
ator Wo.xcoTt also announces that “a 
pronounced anti-silver man, with a rec- 
ord of opposition to bimetallism, proba- 
bly would not be looked upon in the 
West with favor as Secretary of the 
Treasury.” Is this December or May? 
Have we had a National election, or are 
we on the eve of a Republican National 
Convention? 








Controller Fitcu surprised the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment yesterday 
by coming out with a trifle of two mill- 
fons and more to be added; to the pro- 
visional estimate for redemption of the 
city debt. He explained that he had 
put a merely nominal amount for this 





purpose in his preliminary estimate, be- 
cause he did not know how much would 
be required. He must have been able 
to find out within $2,000,000, and an es- 
timate ought to be a real estimate, sub- 
ject to correction, and not merely a nom- 
inal figure to hold a place until a real 
estimate could be’ made. There might 
have been a more economical disposition 
if it had been*known that this require- 
ment or something like it was coming, 
after everything else had been settled. 
The yearly budget of expenses for this 
city is nearing the fifty-million-dollar 
mark very rapidly. Next year there will 
either be another advance in the tax 
rate or a general keying up of valua- 
tions, which are admitted to be only 
about 60 per cent. of what the law re- 
quires on real estate, while nine-tenths 
of the personal property escapes alto- 
wether. 








Mr. JoHN C. SHEEHAN has not learned 
the art of bossism in its finer aspects. 
He has created a row among the Tam- 
many Aldermen by abruptly sending an 
order that they make GoopwWIN Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, and 
thereby a Sinking Fund Commissioner, 
after they had about made up their 
minds in favor of Mun. This sudden 
interference naturally provokes the re- 
sentment of Mun and his friends, and 
they are disposed to rebel against SHEE- 
HAN’s dictation. Now, a skillful boss 
would have sounded the Aldermen be- 
forehand and found out their preference. 
Then he would have made his sugges- 
tions correspond therewith, or used 
soothing methods for bringing about a 
change of preference. In either case he 
would have got credit for determining 
the choice of men who would have taken 
credit for determining it for themselves, 
and both would have been happy. A 
certain amount of tact is needed in the 
art of bossism, and brute interference 
and dictation, regardless of the feelings 
of the “boys,” will not “go.” SHEE- 
HAN has much to learn, but he does nor 
seem to be capable of learning it, which 
is a hopeful sign, for Tammany without 
a skillful boss is not a powerful or- 
ganization. 








Spanish-American jurisprudence is pe- 
culiar. In countries in which the Eng- 
lish common law prevails it 
nized that if a bird or a baritone can 
sing and won’t sing, there is no way of 
making him sing. If a singer has failed 
to sing, the public is entitled to its money 
back. But when a singer has once sung 
his part, no court would issue a man- 
damus to enforce an encore. But some- 
thing like that seems to be the Spanish- 
American procedure. Signor PAcINI sang 
the baritone part in ‘‘Ernani” in the 
eruptive city of Caracas—a part in which 
a baritone is much exposed to applause. 
The audience demanded that he should 
sing again, whether a solo or the famous 
finale, does not appear, and he declined, 
first by silence, and then by rude speech, 
to comply with the demand. Thereupon, 
not only did the audience demand and 
get its money back, but the baritone was 
put in jail. Why he was put in jail, it 
would be interesting to know, and it is 
to be hoped that he may take steps to 
find out. The opinion of the highest 
local tribunal would be valuable, but it 
is a great pity that the case cannot be 
“ certiorari’d” to the Venezuelan Bound- 
ary Commission.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—The assertion by an Austrian tobacco 
expert that the tobacco plant is a perennial, 
and not, as everybody has always supposed, 
an annual, has attracted the serious atten- 
tion of American growers, and at least one 
of them has deterrnined to test the matter 
as soon as possible. The experiment will 
be made in Florida on plantations where, 
as all dealers and few consumers know, 
vast quantities of tobacco are raised that 
pass in the markets as the product of Cuba 
and Sumatra. The question as to the real 
nature of this plant, it seems, is really quite 
as important as the Vienna man claimed, 
and if the yearly sowing of seed turns out 
to be unnecessary, both methods of culture 
and scales of prices will be ‘ revolution- 
ized.’’ Full details of the alleged discovery 
have been printed in the Tabak Zeitung 
of Vienna, whence all directly interested in 
the subject can easily obtain them. 


—In Kansas and two or three other 
States Presidential Electors were chosen 
in November who, it has since been dis- 
covered, are disqualified for one reason or 
another from exercising the powers incident 
to the position. In the dispatches giving de- 
tails of these cases, it is usually asserted 
that by the selection of these ineligibles 
the State doing it is deprived of a vote in 
the Electoral College. This is not true. The 
United States law which regulates the 
counting of the votes for President and 
Vice President recognizes explicitly the 
right of each State to fill any vacancies 
there may be among its Electors. The 
statute says: ‘‘If more than one return, or 
paper purporting to be a return, from a 
State shall have been received by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, those votes, and those 
only, shall be counted which shall have 
been regularly given by the Electors who 
are shown by the determination mentioned 
in Section 2 of this act to have been ap- 
pointed, if the determination in such sec- 
tion provided for shall have been made, or 
by such successors or substitutes in the 
Board of Electors so ascertained as have 
been appointed to fill such vacancy in the 
mode provided by the laws of the State.” 


——It has long beén known that deep mys- 
tery enshrouds the manufacture of the 
beautiful but curiously tasteless jellies with 
which a few shelves in every grocery store 
are decorated. Dreadful things have been 
told in the past about the substances out 
of which these jellies are made, and the 
general impression, probably, is that they 
are the result of treating wood pulp or 
old carpets with powerful acids, tinting the 
residuum with aniline dyes, stiffening it with 
glue, and completing the complicated proc- 
ess by the addition of flavors derived not 
from gardens and orchards, but from mines. 
There is reason to believe that these sup- 
positions are in a great measure unfounded. 
There is an enormous trade in “ evaporat- 
ed” apples, and in the preparation of these, 
cores and peelings are produced by the cord. 
In other days they would be called a 
waste product, but nothing is wasted now. 
Those parts of the apple that would not look 
well in the neat cases in which the “ evap- 
orated”’ slices are packed are boiled down 








to a, pulpy consistency, strained through 
great colanders, and mixed with 75 per 
cent. of glucose. The substance thus ob- 
tained is clear, colorless, firm, and almost 
tasteless stuff, which needs only the ad- 
dition of extracts and dyes to become peach, 
currant, guava, strawberry, apricot, or 
pineapple jelly, just as the public may de- 
mand. This artificial jelly is cheap, and 
not unwholesome, at least in the quantity 
of it that any one person is likely to con- 
sume at a sitting. 





PERSONAL. 


——Governor-elect LeEpy of Kansas is an 
enthusiastic supporter of the proposition to 
take thirty-nine counties in the western 
part of the State and of them make four big 
ones. The population of this region has 
dwindled in recent years to such an extent 
that the expense of local administration 
bears heavily on the people who are left. 
Consolidation, Mr. LEEDY thinks, would so 
decrease the number of salaries paid to 
county officers, and so diminish the cost of 
keeping county records, that the return of 
prosperity would be materially hastened. 
A modification of the plan by which any- 
where from six to a dozen counties would 
replace the present thirty-nine is advocated 
by other prominent residents of Kansas, 
and action of this kind is almost sure to 
be taken at the coming session of the State 
Legislature. 


—Senator McMILLAN, Chairman of the 
Committee on the District of Columbia, has 
revived the old question as to the legality 
of the action by which that part of the Dis- 
trict lying south of the Potomac was ceded 
back to the State of Virginia. The ques- 
tion is one which received considerable at- 
tention in the years following the civil 
war, it having been brought up many times 
by Senator WADE, but the impression then 
was that his purpose was to humble and 
punish the State of Virginia, and to reduce 
its political power. The present movement 
rests on broader grounds. The Government 
wil) in the near future bridge the Potomac 
with one or more handsome structures ad- 
ditional to those already: standing. This 
will bring the Virginia side in such close 
connection as to be practically a part of the 
District. It is contended it would be ad- 
vantageous to have this section brought 
under the District regulations, and subject 
to its police force. For years, also, it has 
been a scandal that dens of vice flourished 
in the shadow of the lights of Washington, 
frequented altogether by persons from that 
city, and yet which could not be touched 
because they were on the other shore of the 
river. 


—A Toronto man went to Boston this 
Winter and, after inspecting the many 
marvels, animate and inanimate, that make 
the Hub so interesting to explorers, he re- 
turned home and was moved to write for 
one of the Toronto papers a long article in 
which he praised with enthusiasm almost 
everything he had seen. Especially warm, 
as might be expected, was his admiration 
for the Public Library, of which Boston is 
justly proud. He described the building at 
length and quoted accurately the inscrip- 
tions that stretch across its walls near the 
roof. It was really a very good amateur 
essay, but nobody would have thought of 
making it the subject of a paragraph had 
not the too courageous traveler ventured to 
make a deduction from insufficient data. 
After giving the long inscriptions men- 
tioned above, he proceeds thus: ‘‘ Below 
these mottoes are the names of a very great 
many people carved in the stone, who, I 
suppose, are those citizens who gave the 
money for the erection of the building.’’ 
Now, the names in question include those 
of SHAKESPEARE, DANTE, GOETHE, BEE- 
THOVEN, VIRGIL, WASHINGTON, CHARLOTTE 
BRONTE, MARIA MITCHELL, GALILEO, RAB- 
ELAIS, COLUMBUS, LINNAEUS, MOLIERE, and 
many others whose hard lot it was never 
to have lived in Boston, and who for quite 
sufficient reasons did not contribute a penny 
toward the construction of Boston’s library. 
The mistake, however, was natural enough. 
A wandering Canadian, after listening for 
a week or two to the claims to a monopoly 
of literary glory which the residents of the 
Massachusetts city are so fond of making, 
can be excused for taking it for granted 
that all authors of any note either do or did 
dwell on the shore of Massachusetts Bay.

CRITICISMS OF THE CHARTER. 





Suggestions as to the Appointment of 
Heads of Bureaus and Departments. 


To the Editor of she New York Timeg 

Two things should be assumed in regard 
to the Greater New York—(1) That the 
Charter Commission is acting in good faith; 
(2) that the charter reported by the commis- 
sion will in all probability pass the Legis- 
lature. 

There seems to be in the minds of many 
a feeling that it is useless to make sugges-. 
tions to the commission, for the reason that 
the members of the commission have made 
up their minds on all questions connected 
with the charter, and that the charter is to 
be ‘‘ jammed through.” It is not credible 
that the commission has made up its mind 
On all subjects. It may be true that a final 
decision has been arrived at in respect to 
certain provisions which have a political 
bearing. But there are other provisions 
which no doubt the commission will be will- 
ing to alter if public opinion demands it. 

THE TIMEs has called attention to the evil 
involved in the constitution of the Municipal 
Assembly by reason of its dual nature, its 
size, and the method of its selection. 

Another most serious objection is the pros 
vision giving the heads of departments in 
which technical expert knowledge is fre- 
quired a definite term of office. There may 
be some reason for a fixed term for the 
heads of the police, fire, dock, and park de- 
partments, so long as those heads are not 
experts, but men of business or lawyéfs. 
But no such reason applies to the heads of 
the departments which, according to the 
proposed charter, constitute the Board of 
Public Improvements. In the present De« 
partment of Public Works there are eight 
bureaus, presided over by the Water Pur- 
veyor, the Water Register, the Chief En- 
gineer of the Croton Aqueduct, the Super- 
intendent of Street Improvements, the Su- 
perintendent of Lamps and Gas, the Super- 
intendent of Streets, the Superintendent of 
Repairs and Supplies, and the Superintend- 
ent of Incumbrances. They have no fixed 
term of office, several of them are, and all 
of them ought to be, subject to the civil 
service regulations. 

The draft charter gives to each of these 
Officials a fixed term of six years. The 
Board of Public Improvements consists of 
the Mayor, or a President appointed by him 
for two years, and the Commissioners of 
Water Supply, Highways, Street Cleaning, 
Sewers, Public Buildings, Lighting and Sup- 
plies, and Bridges. As chiefs of bureaus, all 
except the Commissioner of Street Cleaning 
now hold their offices during good behavier, 
As heads of departments they are to be ap- 
pointed for a term of six years, and are 
liable to removal at any time within six 
months from the accession of a Mayor to of< 
fice, ‘‘at will.’ What expert would accept 
a position under such conditions? 

If the officials are not to be selected under 
civil service regulations, they should be ap- 
pointed during good behavior. The Mayor’s 
power to remove the heads of departments 
should not be “at will” during a hmited 
period, but should be an absolute power of 
removal at any time upon a statement of 
reasons. The principles of civil service re- 





form are at stake, and it is the duty of 
every citizen interested in that reform te 
do what he can to bring an intelligent pub- 
| lic opinion to bear on the commission.

Of the impression which he made 
upon his enemies we need ‘no other proof 
than the exultant gratulations of all Spain 
when the news of his death was officially 
confirmed. City after city proclaimed a 
festival, and from every municipal and 
other corporate body in Spain there went up 
telegrams of congratulation to the Qveen 
Regent, That seems to Englishmen a little 
base and small; but we must remember 
that Spain is a thinly populated country, 
where the conscription is savagely enforced, 
and that Spaniards regarded Maceo not as 
they would regard a European enemy, or 
even a domestic rebel, but as a dark savage 
who dragged out their children in scores of 
thousands to perish of tropical heat, ma- 
laria, and the diseases which arise from @ 
mismanaged commissariat. To overcome 
the prejudice of color so completely that 
white Americans are mourning almost with 
shrieks over the fall of a quadroon, and to 
make so deep an impression upon a hostile 
European people, Maceo must have been a 
great man, at least as great as, or probably 
greater than, Toussaint l’Ouverture, the 
hero of San Domingo.

MILNE OF THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Many Men of Importance in Europe 
Breathe Their Last—The Presi- 
dent of the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Line One. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—The death is 
hounced to-day of Admiral of the Fleet Sir 


Alexander Milne, Bart., G. C. B. and K. C. 
' B., (Civil,) and F. R. S. E. 


an- 


Sir Alexander Milne was the second son 
of Admiral Sir David Milne. He was born 
in 1806, and entered the British naval serv- 
ice in 1817, and was successively Lieuten- 
ant, Commander, and Captain on the Kra- 
zil, North American, and West Indian sta- 
tions. The rank of Captain was attained 
m 1839. In 1842-45 he was Flag Captain 
under his father, Admiral Sir David Milne, 
and commanded the Caledonia in service at 
Tangier. He was appointed a Junior Lord 
of the Admiralty in 1847. 

In the Crimean War, 1855, he was placed 
in charge of the victualing and transport 
department. He was appointed Senior Na- 
val Lord in 1866, and retired in 1876 as one 
of the First Lords of the Admiralty, and 
Was created a Baronet. In 1860 he was 
put in command. of the North American 
and West Indian fleet as Vice Admiral. He 
was the first Admiral on that station to 
visit officially any ports of the United 
States after the war of 1812. He arrived 


in New York in 1863, and was received 
with great courtesy by the President and 
other members of the Government. 

In 1869 he was appointed Commander in 
Chief of the Mediterranean station, and of 
the combined Mediterranean and Channel 

uadrons. In 1870 he was elected an Elder 

rother of the Trinity House, and had 
since that time, héld many important civil 

nd public offices. He was at one time a 

gistrate for Berwickshire.

Death of Violinist Wasielewski. 

LONDON, Dec 29.--The death of Joseph 
W. von Wasielewski, the violinist, is an- 
nounced. He was born near Danzig, Ger- 
many, in 1822. His parents were capable 
musicians, and his father taught him to 
play On the violin at an early age. In 1843 
he entered the Conservatory at Leipzig and 
studied music directly under Mendelssohn. 
He remained in the Conservatory until 1845, 
studying under David and Hauptmann. 
Afterward he played in orchestras in Leip- 
zig until 1850, when he went to Diisseldorf 
at the invitation of Schumann. Two years 
later he removed to Bonn and became con- 
ductor of the Concordia and other musical 
organizations. 

In 1858 he devoted himself largely to the 
literature of music, and published a biog- 
my - of Schumann. He published in 1869 
“The Violin and Its Masters”; in 1874, 
“The Violin in the Seventeenth Century,” 
and “The History of Instrumental Music 
in the Sixteenth Century.’”’ He was also 
the author of a number of other composi- 
tions. In 1873 he was appointed a Royal 
Musical Director.

The Eloping Pair Create a Sensation 
in Buda-Pesth. 


BUDA-PESTH, Dec. 29.—Janos Rigo, the 
Hungarian Gypsy musician, and the Prin- 
cess de Caraman-Chimay, formerly Miss 
Clara Ward of Detroit, with whom he re- 
cently eloped from Paris, have arrived 
here from Stuhlweissenberg, where they 
had been visiting Rigo’s parents.

THE PORTE YIELDS TO PRESSURE 


Dragomans to Attend the Trial of 
Mazhar Bey for Murder. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.~Advices from Con- 
Stantinople show that the protest of the 
French and Italian Ambassadors against 
the exclusion of their dragomans from the 
trial of Mazhar Bey has been effective. 

Mazhar Bey is being tried by a military 
court at Marash for the murder of Father 
Salvatore, an Italian priest, who was killed 
in a convent at Yenikale in 1895. When the 
trial began the Court declined to permit the 
dragomans of the French and Italian Em- 
bassies to attend the sittings. The drago- 
mans protested against this decision and re- 
ferred the matter to their respective em- 
bassies, which, in turn, made representa- 
tions to the Porte insisting upon the ad- 
mission of the dragomans. 

To-day the Porte notified the Ambassadors 
that their demand had been granted, and 
the dragomans will now watch the case to 
see that there is no juggling with evidence. 





PHILIPPINE ISLAND REVOLT. 


The Rising of the Natives Extending 
and Many Rebels Arrested, 


MADRID, Dec. 29.~A dispatch from Ma- 
nila, the capital of the Philippine Islands, 
says that the rising of the natives has ex- 
tended to the Province of Bulacan, in a 
northeasterly direction from Manila, and a 
large number of rebels have been arrested. 
Sharp fighting between the troops and the 
insurgents is reported in the Province of 
Bulacan, 

Dr. Rizal, a prominent resident, has been 
sentenced to death for fomenting rebellion. 


He will probably be shot. On his trial, 
which was before a court-martial, Dr. 
Rizal admitteq that he was the author of 
the constitution of the Philippine League, 
the object of Which was revolutionary, but 
denied that he had taken any active part in 
the rebellion.

LIMERICK, Dec. 29.—Lord Dunraven pre- 
sided to-night over a meeting held here to 
protest against the excessive share of taxa- 
tion which is imposed on Ireland by the 
Imperial Government, a matter that has 
brought about unanimity of thought be- 
tween every shade of political opinion in 
Ireland, the Tories vying with the Home 
Rulers in their denunciation of this injus- 
tice.

‘¢ THE MESSIAH” SUNG. 


Handel's Masterpiece Draws a Large 
Audience at Carnegie Hall. 


The annual Christmastide performances 
of ‘“‘The Messiah” by the Oratorio Society 
took place at Carnegie Hall on Monday aft- 
ernoon and last night. On both occasions 
there were large audiences, that of last 
night filling every seat in the house and 
most of the available standing room. At- 
tendance at performances of Hindel’s mas- 
terpiece at this season of the year has 
come to have a religious significance, which 
attracts the presence of many not regular 
concertgoers. The religious influence of the 
work thus becomes a factor in the cultiva- 
tion of taste, for there is a certain amount 
of aesthetic education to be got out of a 
reverential hearing of so noble a piece of 
chora! polyphony as ‘‘ The Messiah.” It is 


a pity that ail performances of the oratorio 
are not on such a high plane as to set a 
standard, but there is seldom an ideal pres- 
entation of it. 

Mr. Walter Damrosch, conductor of the 
Oratorio Society, engaged as soloists for 
these concerts Lillian Blauvelt, soprano; 
Mrs. Adele Baldwin, contralto; Evans Will- 
iams, tenor, and Ffrangcon Davies, basso. 
The men were more satisfactory than the 
women. Mr. Williams sang his solos with 
admirable taste and much feeling, phrasing 
judiciously, and enunciating the text per- 
fectly. The same kind of praise must be 
awarded Mr. Davies, who has not now to 
make himself known as a capable oratorio 
artist. Miss Blauvelt’s style is not wholly 
suited to oratorio, while Mrs. Baldwin dis- 
played a very woolly quality of tone, and a 
very small quantity of it at that. The 
chorus left nothing to be desired last night 
in the way of precision and of enunciation, 
but there is always a mechanical exactness 
in the oratorio performances which dis- 
guises some of the flexibility of Handel's 
music.

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WEDDED A DANISH COUNT 


A Fashionable Wedding in Washing- 
ton, at Which His Eminence 
Cardinal Gibbons 
Presided. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The wedding of 
Count Adam de Moltke-Huitfeldt of Den- 
mark and Miss Louise Eugenie Bonaparte, 
daughter of the widow of Col. Jerome Bon- 
aparte, took place this morning in St. Paul’s 
Catholic Church. Owing to the recent death 
of the father of the groom while Danish 
Ambassador at Paris the plans for an im- 
posing ceremony had to be abandoned. 
The invitations to the church numbered 
barely 100, and the party which sat down 
to the wedding breakfast following the 
ceremony, at the residence of Mrs. Bona- 
parte, on K Street, was restricted to mem- 
bers of the family and of the wedding party. 

The church was handsomely decorated 
with flowers and plants, suggestive of the 
Christmas season, holly and mistletoe being 
used in abundance and with fine effect. The 
National colors of the United States.and 
Denmark were blended in the wall panels. 
The ushers wefe Messrs, Walter Van Ren- 
sselaer Berry, Frank Andrews, Charles 
McCawley, and Robert Wallach, all of this 
city. The groom was attended at the altar 
by his brother, the Count Leon de Moltke- 
Huitfeldt. The bride was escorted to the 
altar and given in marriage by her uncle, 
Mr. Charles Bonaparte of Baltimore. 

His eminence, Cardinal Gibbons, Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore, an old friend of the 
Bonaparte family, performed the ceremony, 
and Father Foley, priest of the Parish of 
St. Paul’s, was celebrant of the nuptial 
mass, which succeeded the marriage cere- 
mony. During the singing of the mass 
Count Adam de Moltke-Huitfeldt and his 
bride occupied seats within the sanctuary. 

The bride was attired in an exquisite gown 
of white satin, the trimming of which was 
priceless old family lace. Her veil was 
clasped to the hair by a dimond crescent, 
the gift of ex-Empress Eugenie, the bride’s 
godmother. 

At the residence of Mrs. Bonaparte the 
gifts showered upon the bride were ex- 
hibited to the breakfast party. They com- 
prised one of the most elaborate and superb 
collections ever bestowed on a bride, and in- 
cluded remembrances from almost every 
family in the Diplomatic Corps and many in 
official life, 

Count de Moltke-Huitfeldt and bride will 
proceed to St. Petersburg, which will be 
their home, for a time at least. The Count 
held a diplomatic position in Paris under 
his father, but that was vacated by the 
Ambassador’s death, and his future move- 
ments are uncertain. 

Miss Bonaparte, the bride of to-day, is the 
great-granddaughter of the famous beauty, 
‘““Betsy ’’ Patterson of Baltimore, whose 
marriage to Joseph Bonaparte, brother of 
Napoleon Bonaparte, was celebrated at 
Baltimore Christmas Eve, 1803, the Rev. 
John Carroll, Bishop of Manyland, officiating. 
The alliance was not recognized by Napo- 
leon Bonaparte, and Jerome, yielding to his 
solicitations and demands, abandoned his 
American wife, who indignantly rejected 
Napoleon's offer of a large pension “ provid- 
ed she dvés not take the name of my fam- 
ily.”” Her son, Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte, 
was born in the suburbs of London, Eng- 
land, where she had been forced to take 
refuge by the relentless persecution of her 
brother-in-law. The events that followed 
are historic—the refusal of the Pope to dis- 
solve the marriage, the decree of the Coun- 
cil of State of France, under Napoleon’s dic- 
tation, declaring it null, and Jerome’s sub- 
sequent marriage to a Princess of Wurtem- 
berg. The name “ Jerome,’ which Mme. 
Patterson Bonaparte conferred upon her 
only son, has been handed down in the 
family ever since, being borne now by a 
brother of the bride, a boy yet in his teefs. 

Mme. Patterson Bonaparte, with her son, 
passed her life partly in the United States 
and partly in Europe. Only once did she 
ever see her ex-husband after their first 
parting. It happened that Jerome, with his 
Queen, Catherine of Wurtemberg, was visit- 
ing the Pitti Gallery, when he came face to 
face with his repudiated wife. No sign of 
recognition was made by either, but Jerome 


pr to Catherine: ‘“ That is my American 
wife.” 

Mme. Bonaparte’s son married a Miss Susan 
Williams of Roxbury, Mass., by whom he 
had two sons, Jerome, father of the bride 
of to-day, and Charles, a resident of Balti- 
more, who gave his niece in marriage. 

Mme. Patterson Bonaparte died in Balti- 
more in 1879. Her husband, Jerome, passed 
away in 1860. After the death of Catherine 
of Wurtemberg, he contracted a third mar- 
riage with an Italian lady of title. 

On the mother’s side, the mew Countess 
is a descendant of Daniel Wi bster. When 
her mother married Col. Jerot.e Bonaparte, 
she was Caroline Leroy Edgar, widow. 
By her first husband she had two children, 
a son and daughter. The son is an officer 
of the navy; the daughter, Constance Ed- 
gar, become a visitation nun. 

Countess de Moltke-Huitfeldt is a hand- 
some woman of twenty-three years, of me- 
dium ‘height, with dark-brown hair, worn 
high but relieved by a cluster of tiny curls 
at the brow; regular features and brown 
eyes, over which curve heavy dark brows. 
Her complexion is pale but clear, and her 
whole appearance attractive. 

Count de Moltke is a fine-looking young 
man above medium height, and is blonde, 
with a pointed beard and blue eyes.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Capt. Charles R. Harris. 


Capt. Charles R. Harris, a well-known 
resident of West Hoboken, N. J., died at 
his home, 410 Charles Strect, Monday night, 
from a complication of diseases. Capt. 
Harris was born in Preston, Conn., Oct. 
21, 1885. Through his mother he was de- 
seended from Sir William Brewster, who 
came over with the Pilgrim Fathers in 
the Mayflower. He became a sailor when 
sixteen years old on the steamer Con- 
test, which was commanded by his uncle, 
Capt. Brewster, who taught him naviga- 
tion.

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TO DISCUSS THE CHARTER 


MANY SUGGESTIONS FOR AMEND- 
MENTS TO BE OFFERED. 





Heavy Taxpayers Will Have Some- 
thing to Say at the Public Hear- 
ing—Police Commissioners Op- 
posed to Bi-Partisan Board. 


That there will be some strong argu- 
ments against the objectionable features of 
the Greater New York charter is evidenced 
by the number of applications already made 
by citizens and representatives of various 


organizations who wish to be heard by 
the Committee on Draft during the meet- 
ings to be held between Jan. 4 and 16. 

Secretary George M. Pinney, Jr., of 44 
Pine street, to whom applications should 
be addressed, has received about 100 com- 
munications so far. Other members of the 
Greater New York Commission have re- 
ceived requests. These latter are being 
turned over to Mr. Pinney as rapidly as 
possible. 

As is required, all the applicants state ex- 
actly what points they wish to be heard on, 
and the letters received so far indicate that 
the financial question is generally consid- 
@red the first in importance. 

Many of the applicants represent large 
property owners, and intimate that there is 
@ movement on foot among property owners 
to defeat the consolidation unless some pro- 
vision is made for the fair equalization of 
taxation. The general claim will be that 
the tax rate in this city will be raised on 

_g@ccount of smaller towns having to be taken 
care of by the big municipality. Brooklyn’s 
debt and the distressed financial condition 

_of Long Island City have both been men- 
tioned by several applicants to be heard. 

Representatives of the Civil Service Re- 
form Association will speak to the com- 
mittee on the general question of civil serv- 
ice and also on the length of the terms of 
city officials and the Mayor’s power of re- 
moval. The argument will be for indefinite 
terms. The new charter makes several new 
departments out of what are now branches 
of departments, the heads of which are 
under civil service rules, and will, when the 
mew charter goes into effect, be subject to 
appointment and dismissal like any other 
Official appointed for a term.

Mr. Roosevelt is in favor of consolida- 
tion, and approves of some of the changes 
for police government proposed by the new 
charter, notably the restoration to the board 
ef the powers of transfer and detail now 
held by the Chief. 

“ But I regret,’’ he said, “‘ that the vicious 
bi-partisan feature should be kept in the 
charter. It accomplishes nothing, in fact, 
because the members of the opposing fac- 
tioNs appointed by a bad Mayor could be 
handled by the party organizations. It im- 
measurably impairs the value of the board 
as an exegutive instrument. There should 
be a single-headed commission, and if that 
is impossible, a three-headed commission. 
The proposed division has no police value, 
even if it have political value, which I 
doubt. The charter makes a distinct ad- 
Vance when it restores to the board the 
right of detail and transfer; but it goes a 
long way in the wrong direction when it 
gives to the Chief of Police power to veto 

motions which have received the unan- 
us approval of the Board of Commis- 
sioners.”’

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FOR HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


Suggestious at a Meeting of the 
Pilot Commissioners. 


The Pilot Commissioners held a meeting 
yesterday at 24 State Street, which was at- 
tended by representatives of various ship- 
ping and harbor interests, the Maritime Ex- 
change, and underwriters, to discuss need- 
ed harbor improvements. 

Wider and deeper channels are greatly 
needed, it is contended, for safe navigation, 
owing both to increasing harbor trafiic and 
to the larger craft of the present day, while 
extensive changes are suggested for light- 
ing and buoying the bays and rivers. 

The subject was discussed in a general 
Way yesterday, but no attempt was made 
to go into the subject minutely in all its 
branches. The subject of lights was con- 
sidered at length, however, and Secretary 
Nash was instructed to send to the Light- 
house Board at Washington a letter pre- 
sented at the meeting and signed by many 
of those present, which set forth present 
conditions and recommended some impor- 
tant changes. 

It is stated in the letter that Gedney’s 
Channel is only half as wide as it should 
be, and that there is no range to mark its 
position and axis; that it is without guides 
except electric buoys, which are unreliable, 
because they frequently go out, making it 
necessary tor vessels to remain outside the 
bar overnight. 

At the Southwest Spit there is a sharp 
and difficult turn from the Bayside Channel 
to the north ma‘n ship channel, and this is 
marked only by an electric buoy light, sub- 
ject to the same interruption as the others. 

Thé ranges for the Bayside, North Main, 
and Swash Channels are all declared to be 
inadequate. The north main channel is 
narrow, and there is a set of tidal currents 
across it. 

The letter makes some important recom- 
mendations, as follows: That there should 
be a lightship placed at the entrance to 
Gedney’s Channel; another north of the in- 
tersection of Gedney’s Channel with the 
Bayside Channel; a iighthouse on South- 


west Spit; an increase in the number of 
lighted buoys, extending east and north 
from the Southwest Spit, along the Bayside 
and north main channels; a lighthouse on 
the West Bank, adjacent to the north main 
channel, above the east channel, and near 
the Quickstep Buoy; gas or electric buoys 
in the east channel; a light on Craven 
Shoal; more effective lights at the upper 
end of Blackwell’s Island, and at Hell Gate, 
Riker’s Island, and Whitestone; a light on 
the point of the shoal on the north side of 
North Brother Island, and lighted buoys 
at Gangway Rock and on the point of the 
shoal off College Point. 

Among those present yesterday were 
Clement A. Griscom of the American Line, 
Capt. Shackford of the same line, Capt. 
Jamison of the steamship New York, Com- 
mander A. §S. Snow of the Lighthouse 
Board, Gustav H. Schwab of the North

JUSTICE PRYOR STOPS IT.

Eviction of a Raines Hotel Keeper 
Interrupted. 


While City Marshal Louis Leubuscher was 
executing a writ of eviction, issued by 
Civil Justice Roesch of the Fourth Judicial 
District Court, against the keeper of the 
Ocean House, a notorious Raines law hotel, 
at the Bowery and Hester Street, yesterday 
afternoon, and was putting the furniture 
on the sidewalk, he was served with a stay, 
issued by Justice Pryor of the Supreme 
Court, and had to desist. The proprietor 
then carried back what furniture had been 
taken out, and continued to dispense hot 
gin, whisky, and beer to his customers. 

The Ocean House was formerly known as 
the Shelburne, a notorious dive, which has 
been raided three times since April by the 
police of the Eldridge Street Station as a 
disorderly place, besides having been raided 
once by the police from Headquarters. Two 
arrests for violation of the excise law were 
also made. 

Detective Nell of the Eldridge Street Sta- 
tion said last evening that Acting Captain 
Hogan began the investigation against the 
place as early as April. The property be- 
longs to Robert and Ogden Goelet, and was 
leased to Julia Lawler, who subleased it to 
Louis Stager. Stager has been conducting 
it since, 

It took the police some time to fing out 
who ran the place, and on July 12 
it was raided as a disorderly house, 
and Stager and several inmates were ar- 
rested. When the prisoners were taken 
to the Essex Market Police Court, Magis- 
trate Kudlich discharged Stager on his 
promise not to allow women to enter the 
place in the future. 

On July 138, Stager was arrested for vio- 
lation of the excise law, but was dis- 
charged. On Oct. 10 another raid was 
made upon the place, and Stager and four 
women were arrested. In Essex Market 
Police Court, Magistrate Cornell held Sta- 
ger in $500 bail for trial in the Court of 
General Sessions. On Dec..4 another raid 


Was made on the upper part of the house 
as a disorderly piace, and John Smith, bar- 
tender for Stager, and a number of men 
and women were arrested. In court Stager 
swore that he had nothing to do with the 
upper part of the house. Smith, Detect- 
ive Nell said, some time ago poked out 
the eye of a poor Jewish soda-water seller 
in the neighborhood, because he would not 
treat him to soda water. For this he was 
arrested and held for trial. 

After the first raid the police notified the 
Goelets, and on Oct. 8 last they informed 
the Goelets’ lawyers, Messrs. De Witt, 
Lockman & De Witt, who began proceed- 
ings for the eviction of the lessee and 
sub-lessee, as keepers of a disorderly house, 
It was these proceedings that led to the at- 
tempt at eviction yesterday. Stager is rep- 
resented by Otto Kempner. 





FOR A NEW POLYCLINIC. 


Burned Hospital to be Replaced 


by Another Structure. 


The managers of. the New York Poly- 
clinic Medical School and Hospital met at 
the Murray Hill Hotel last evening for the 
purpose of making arrangements to re- 
sume the work which was interrupted by 
fire on Christmas Day. 

It was determined to occupy temporary 
quarters at 218 East Thirty-fourth Street 
until a new building can be erected. The 
out-door, or walking, cases will be treated 
there, and the medical faculty will visit 
such patients at their homes. 

Accommodations will be provided at the 
various hospitals for the treatment of other 
cases, and clinigs will be held in the hos- 
pitals. The managers have been assured 
of ample facilities for all the work they 
may be called upon to do. 

in the mean time an appeal will be made 
to the public by the Trustees for funds 
with which to commence the construction 
‘of a new hospital building, to cost in the 
neighborhood of $200,000, which it is hoped 
will be ready for occupancy by Oct. 1, 1897. 


Aid has already been promised from vari- 
ous sources, and the Trustees express con- 
fidence that the desired sum will be forth- 
coming, although they will not wait for 
the entire amount to be raised before be- 
ginning work upon the building. 

It has been determined to erect the new 
hospital in the same neighborhood where 
the old one was. Several ble sites are 
under consideration, but no choice has yet 
been made, and the greatest care will be 
exercised in deciding upon the location, so 
as to secure facilities of access, and at the 
same time to avoid, if possible, the noise of 
the elevated railroad.

- PLAINTIFF \SUING FOR Loss OF WIFE, 
ABouT TO REMARRY.—A judgment recov- 
ered by John Malone, for $1,780, in a suit 
against the Third Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany for the death of his wife, Bridget 
Malone, who was killed by being thrown 
from a cable car, was yesterday reversed 
by the Appellate Division on the ground 
that the court refused to charge that “if 
any witness has knowingly testified falsely 
in any material particular, he is guilty of 
perjury, and you may disregard his entire 
testimony.’’ he counsel had already sub- 
mitted written requests to charge, and 
when this one was made orally, after the 
charge was ended, the Court refused to en- 
tertain it. One of the points made by de- 
fendant’s counsel, but which was not 
passed upon by the appellate tribunal, was 
that the Court should have charged that 
the jury might consider the fact that 
plaintiff, at the time of the trial, was 
about to remarry.

HUSBAND AND WIFE.—Mary <A. Thrall, 
whose husband, Edwin A. Thrall, made a 
general assignment last January, applied 
to the Supreme Court to compel his as- 
signee to pay her $950, due her under an 
order in her suit for limited divorce grant- 
ing her $50 .a week alimony. The Appellate 
Division yesterday affirmed an order deny- 
ing her application. The opinion of the 


court, by Presiding Justice Van Brunt, is 
concurred in by Justices Williams and Pat- 
terson. The Court holds -that defendant 
cannot be compelled to pay because the 
divorce action was discontinued last June. 
There being no action, it is held that the 


-order made in the action necessarily falls, 


if there be no claim in the action, 
there is none against the estate. Justice 
Ingraham, in a dissenting opinion, which 
is concurred in by Justice O’Brien, holds 
that obligations which exist by which a 
ee devolves upon the husband to support 
and maintain the wife, is not a debt owing 
by the husband to the wife. The onnne 
tion springs out of the relation created by 
the marriage contract, necessary for the 
protection of the family and for the sup- 
port and education of the children, and it 
exists until the marriage tie is dissolved. 
The duty of the defendant existed inde- 
pendently of the method of its enforcement 
and the liability of the husband reste 
upon the existence of the duty, and not 
upon the method by which it may be en- 
forced. The subsequent discontinuance of 
the action did not relieve the husband from 
payment of this specific sum.

ConpuUCcTOR NEED Not CHANGE A FIVE- 
DoLLAR BILL.—A novel question, never be- 
fore considered by the Court of Appeals, 
was passed upon by that tribunal last week 
on an appeal by Benjamin Barker, Jr., from 
dismissal of his suit against the Central 
Park, North and East River Railroad Com- 
pany. When Barker presented a five-dol- 
lar bill to pay his fare on one of defendant’s 
street cars, he was told by the conductor 


he could not change it, and that plaintiff 
must get off. He said he would not, and the 
conductor put him oft. The Court of Ap- 

eals has affirmed the judgment, Judge 

artlett giving the opinion, holding that the 
company’s rule to furnish change to a pas- 
senger only to the amount of $2 in payment 
of a five-cent fare was a reasonable one, in 
view of the convenience of the general pub- 
lic. An action could not, therefore, be main- 
tained by plaintiff for ejecting him for 
non-payment of fare, when his only tender 
was a five-dollar bill.

CONSUMPTION AS THE RESULT OF PHYSI- 
cAL INJuRY.—The Appellate Division yester- 
day reversed a judgiment for $6,500 which 
Barbara’ Weber secured in the Supreme 
Court in her suit against the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company, for the loss of her son 
Frederick, who was struck by one of de- 
fendant’s cars on Oct. 9, 1894, und was se- 
verely injured by a blow upon the knee, 
which was never cured. It was claimed on 
the trial that the injury to the knee caused 
a tubercular condition to that part of the 


limb, which, gradually extending to the 
lungs by the action of natural causes, pro- 
duced consumption, causing the boy’s death 
in June, 1895, as the direct resuit of the 
injuries which he received. On that dis- 
puted question the jury found for the 
plaintiff. Justice Rumsey, who gives the 
opinion of the Court, Presiding Justice Van 
Brunt and Justices Barrett and Patterson 
concurring, holds that the testimony was 
entirely insufficient to show that the con- 
sumption was the result of the injury to 
the knee; that it was an inference based 
upon facts which were not shown to exist; 
that the necessary condition of tuberculosis 
in the knee was entirely unproved, and in 
the absence of that condition, a conclusion 
that the consumption was the proximate 
result of tuberculosis in the knee could not 
be indulged'in. ‘‘If the consumption was 
caused,”' Justice Rumsey says, *‘ by so re- 
ducing the vitality of the patient as to make 
him unable to throw off the germs of con- 
sumption which attacked him through the 
lungs, the injury would not constitute the 
first of a continuous succession of events, 
so as to make the defendant Jiable for the 
consumption, because the reception into the 
lungs of germs of consumption from the 
outside would be a new and independent 
cause intervening between the injury and 
the result, for which the defendant would 
not be liable.’’ The court holds that, al- 
though the accident happened before the 
$5,000 limitation of damages for causing 
death was removed by tne new Constitution, 
yet as the boy died after Jan. 1, 1895, and 
the cause of action to his next of kin did 
not accrue until then, the direction of the 
Court on the trial that the limitation had 
ceased, was right. Justice Williams dis- 
sents, holding that the evidence given by 
three physicians who attended the boy was 
sufficient to uphold the view taken by the 
jury that the injury resulted in tuber- 
culosis in the knee, and that this condition 
spread through the system and extended to 
the lungs, causing the consumption of which 
he died. Justice Williams differs from the 
majority of the Court on the other point, 
and holds that the limitation of *5,00u was 
then in force, and that the judgment should 
be reduced to that amount, 


THEATRICAL IMPOSITION ON COURT AND 
Jury.—In the suit in which the boy Martin 
Corley secured a judgment for $8,500 
against the New York and Harlem Railroad 
Company for injuries from an accident 
while he was a passenger on one of the 
Fourth Avenue cars, the Appellate Division 
yesterday decided that a motion for a new 
trial, on the ground of surprise and because 
the trial had resulted in an injustice, was 
improperly denied. Among the injuries from 


the accident, which occurred last March, 
were wounds about the head and a fract- 
ure of the right femur, about the middle 
of the leg. The boy remained in the hos- 
pital about seven weeks, and when he left 
was able to use the leg in walking, but it 
was somewhat shorter than the other. Jus- 
tice Williams, who gives the opinion of the 
Court, says a clear case for a new trial was 
made out, *‘ for the reason that there was a 
fictitious and fraudulent display before the 
jury of the boy’s alleged infirmities which 
could hardly have failed to improperly in- 
fluence the jury.” The affidavits upon the 
motion left no doubt, the Court holds, that 
the boy was able to and did walk readily, 
without the use of crutches, both before 
and after the trial, and that the manner in 
which he was conducted through the court- 
room to and from the witness stand, as de- 
scribed, was wholly and entirely unneces- 
sary as matter of fact, and was gotten up 
solely for effect upon the jury. “It was a 
dishonest display, and a fraud and imposi- 
tion upon the Court and the jury. It was 
false representation to the jury that over 
three months after the accident and about 
a. month and a half after his discharge 
from the hospital the plaintiff was not only 
compelled to use his crutches, but required 
in addition to be greatly aided. Of course, it 
influenced the jury, and very materially, 
for a very weighty and perfectly proper 
consideration with them was the actual ef- 
fect upon the plaintiff of the injuries which 
he had sustained.” Justices Rumsey and 
O’Brien concur, and Justice Barrett gives 
a concurring opinion, in which he says the 
pew were asked to give damages for pain 
and suffering, ‘‘and if they did, as we are 
bound. to assume they did, whether or no 
their attention was specially called by the 
Court to this element of damage, it must 
be conceded that the damages were en- 
hanced by the child’s actual and present 
suffering and distress as dramatically de- 
picted before their eyes. This picture was 
more plausible, potent, and convincing than 
mere words ‘issuing from the mouths of 
witnesses. A jury may doubt witnesses, or 
forget their precise language, but they can 
hardly fail to take in such an object lesson 
as was here presented to their physical 
senses.” Justice or aay dissents, holding 
that he did not think what was called “ the- 
atrical display of the condition of the 
plaintiff” s nt to 
granting a new trial. hile it was prob- 
able that the action of the boy would tend 
to indicate a more serious condition of the 
Jeg at the time of the trial than actually

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TAKEN TO PRISON TO SERVE A 
SENTENCE OF 36 YEARS. 


The Incendiary’s Lawyers Obtain a 
Restraining Order, but Not Until 
the Sheriff Had Started 
from New York. 


Isaac Zuker, who was convicted of arson 
in. the first degree late Monday night, was 
sentenced yesterday morning to thirty-six 
years’ imprisonment at hard labor. Al- 
though an effort nda been made to delay 


the carrying out of the sentence, pending 
an application for a stay, Zuker was taken 
from the Tombs soon after noon, and, within 
two hours, was turned over to Warden 
Sage of Sing Sing Prison. 

Zuker was taken from the Tombs to 
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court 
about 10 o’clock yesterday morning, to be 
sentenced. None of his family was present. 
Mrs. Zuker, her son William, and her 
twelve-year old daughter were in the cor- 
ridor, but the court officers would not allow 
them even to go near the door of the court- 
room. This action on the part of the court 
officers was due to the threats made by 
Mrs. Zuker and her son on Monday night 
against Assistant .District Attorney Davis 
and others interested in the prosecution of 
the case, 

When Zuker was called to the bar, Law- 
yer Levy made a formal motion for an ar- 
rest of judgment and an application for a 
new trial. After this had been denied, Jus- 
tice Fursman imposed sentence. He said 
that Zuker had been convicted of a most 
serious crime, and that while he could sen- 
tence him to prison for life, he was not in- 
clined to do so. He then sentenced the 
prisoner to thirty-six years in State prison. 

Zuker stood unmoved while sentence was 
being passed, and, when led away by the 
Officers, walked out of the room toward 
the Bridge of Sighs very unconcernedly. 
He was then in the custody of the Sheriff 
and was locked up in the Tombs to await 
being transferred to Sing Sing. 

As soon as Zuker had been sentenced his 
lawyers, Messrs. Howe and Levy, went be- 
fore Justice Pryor, in the Supreme Court, 
and asked for an order to show cause why 
a certificate of reasonable doubt should not 
be granted to Zuker. Beyond this point 
the stories as to Zuker’s transfer to Sing 
Sing differ. 

Lawyer Steinhardt of Howe & Hummel’s 
office says that Zuker was taken from the 
Tombs about 1:15 o’clock in order to catch 
the 2:05 train from the Grand Central sta- 
tion to Sing Sing. The stay was granted 
by Justice Pryor at 1:30 o’clock, and notice 
was telephoned from Howe & Hummel’s 
office to the Sher... at 2 o’clock. The an- 
swer came back that Zuker had been sent 
to Sing Sing. Warden Sage of Sing Sing 
Prison was called up on the telephone, and 
told that a stay had been granted, but the 
lawyers claim when the prisoner reached 
there, a few minutes later, the Deputy 
Sheriffs refused to recognize the message 
from Howe & Hummel’s office, and called 
up the Sheriff's office for instructions. 
Under Sheriff Sherman, according to Mr. 


Steinhardt, told them to go on and lock 
the prisoner up.

SING SING, N. Y., Dec. 29.—Isaac Zuker 
arrived at the State prison here this after- 
noon. Before his arrival, Col. O. V. Sage, 
the Warden of the prison, received a tele- 
gram from Howe & Hummel, telling him 
to refuse to receive Zuker. This puzzled 
the Warden, so before accepting his new 
prisoner he scanned the papers. They 
were found to be correct, and the Warden 
found there was no choice left him; he 
must accept the prisoner. Zuker was at 
once put through the usual routine of ar- 
riving prisoners. His record and measure- 
ments and description were taken. Hé 
was given the bath, shaven, and then at- 
tired in the striped suit. He was sent to 
his cell, and when the prison closed to- 


night he was a full-fledged convict, with his 
cell and number to distinguish him. 
Zuker’s term of thirty-six years, if his 
conduct is good, will be reduced to twenty- 
one years and eight months. Zuker did not 
appear greatly cast down; during the rou- 
tine here he appeared indifferent. He said 
he would soon be out of prison. He ex- 
pests to obtain a new trial and be acquit- 
ed. 


PRIVATE EXPRESSMEN BARRED 





Jersey Central Will Protect the United 
States Express Company. 


The war which the officers of the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey and the United 
States Express Company have been waging 
against the private express messengers be- 
tween New York and the nearby New Jer- 
sey towns, culminated yesterday in the 
arrest of a man named Bissell, who lives 
in Elizabeth. The boy who has caused the 
greater part of the trouble, and who is 
employed by an Elizabeth expressman, was 
responsible for Mr. Bissell’s arrest.

MeMorrow was appointed on probation 

Dec. 17, 1895. On Jan. 20 last he was ccn- 
firmed, and in Apri]. Commissioner Roose- 
velt received an anonymous letter which 
said that he had paid $200 for his appoint- 
ment. McMorrow, when summoned before 
the President, told in effect the story he 
told at his trial. His statement was put in 
writing, and he signed it. The signed state- 
ment formed part of the formal complaint 
against him. Lawyer Louis Grant, who ap- 
peared for the policeman, noticed that the 
statement had mutilated, and asked 
Commissioner Roosevelt, who had testified 
to obtaining the statement, or confession, to 
explain. 
_ “There were some questions and answers 
relating to the payment of money on those 
pages which are torn off,’’ said Mr. Rcose- 
velt. ‘‘ Officer McMorrow understood that 
the money was to be paid to a certain Com- 
missioner. At the request of the Commis- 
sioner, I had those questions torn off the 
statement. I had some information from 
the outside that Officer McMorrow had said 
that the money was paid ‘to the private 
secretary of a certain Commissioner. Mc- 
Morrow denied to me that he had made such 
astatement. The name of the Commission- 
er was put into the original statement.” 

“ Which Commissioner was mentioned?” 
asked counsel. 

“The name of Commissioner Parker was 
mentioned. At his request, the part of the 
statement containing his name was torn 
off.”’ 

Mr. Grant asked that the case against 
the policeman be dismissed for lack cf evi- 
dence of wrong doing, but Commissioner 
Andrews decided to hear McMorrow’'s state- 
ment and reserve decision.

“Commissioner Grant said he did not 
think it was, and Mr. Roosevelt agreed 
With him. Mr. Roosevelt first said that he 
would send for McMorrow, and, if possible, 
Zet him to make another statement with- 
out the mention of names, but finally said 
that he did not think he could procure 
that, and would instead cut the statement 
out. I said I presumed it would be brought 
out upon the hearing, anyhow, and that I 
regretted it. I said to Mr. Roosevelt: 
“Roosevelt, why didn’t you let me know of 
this at the time you discovered it?’ When 
I was told that Commissioner —— [naming 
@ member oi the board] was receiving 
money through Mr. ——, [naming a certain 
man,] who frequently visited his office, I 
did not conceal che fact from the Commis- 
sioner, but tolc him directly, for which he 
Warmly expressed to me his thanks. 

“My great fault in the eyes of some of 
my fellow-Commissioners is that I do not 
trail.’ I do too much. If had not 
worked so hard I should not have been in- 
yestigeted. Mr. Roosevelt began *the in- 
vestigation of the McMorrow case last 
Spring, when the material for the charges 
against me before the Mayor was being 
gathered. I have had repeated charges of 
corruption on tue part of every one of my 
colleagues made to me, and I have treated 
every one of them as the veriest nonsense.” 

When the statement of Commissioner 
Parker was shown to Commissioner Roose- 
velt, he declared that Mr. Parker was in- 
formed of the McMorrow matter long be- 
fore November. He added, referring to the 
charge: 

“ At first McMorrow testified that he had 
paid the money to a policeman, but when 
confronted with the policemar said it 
Was somebody else. In his statement he 
said he understood the money was to go 
to Commissioner Parker, which made me 
somewhat uncertain how to act, as the 
mere publication of such testimony seemed 
some sort of a reflection on the man whose 
Name was brought into the matter. I con- 
sulted the Mayor about it, and strove to 
get at additional facts, as there seemed 
reason to believe there had been an effort 
made to blackmail several candidates, but 
nothing further developed, and I brought 
the matter before the board.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said, in conclusion, that 
his reason for holding the matter over 
Was that he had been promised more defi- 
nite information of blackmail. The informia- 
tion had not materialized, and the case 
_ been brought un for trial to get rid

“Of course,” he said, in answer to a 
question, “‘I did not believe any refiection 
against Commissioner Parker. I believe 
that the man who ‘ bunkoed’ McMorrow 
used his name as he might have used mine 
to give force to his arguments. I was de- 
lighted to vote to have the offensive portion 
of the statement stricken out as soon as 
Mr. Parker requested it.” 2

NO ALDERMAN CHOSEN. 


A Side Issue Which Prevented the 
Election of M. J, Connellan. 


No election of an Alderman to succeed 
W. M. K. Olcott, who resigned to become 
District Attorney, was effected at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Board of Aldermen. 
The Republicans, through Vice President 
Windolph’s resolution, proposed the name 
of Plowden Stevens of 150 West Ninety- 
ninth Street. Mr. Stevens was the man se- 
lected by Mr. Olcott.

Mr. Connellan would doubtless have been 
selected yesterday but for the fact that 
Alderman Muh is a candidate for Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, which carries 
with it a seat in the Board of Sinking Fund 
Commissioners, and that Alderman Good- 
win, who wes the first Tammany man 
named on the committee at the organization 
of the board, was also a candidate. Mr. 
Goodwin is the Alderman from John C. 
Sheehan’s home district. Mr. Muh refused 
to go into the caucus of Tammany men 
which preceded the meeting of the board. 
He said that he would not retire as a candi- 
date for either Mr, Croker, Mr. Sheehan, 
or his own district leader, Mr. Plunkitt. 
Alderman Dwyer, one of the two O’Brien 
Democrats in the-board, also refused to go 
into the caucus, 

The absence of Muh and Dwyer left the 
suppposed majority with only fourteen 
votes, and therefore powerless. To elect a 
member of the board sixteen votes are 
necessary. The Republicans were unani- 
mous at the meeting of the board in pre- 
senting the name of Mr. Stevens. Alder- 
man Oakley, Tammany, at once moved to 
lay the matter on the table. This was car- 
ried by a vote of 15 to 14. President Jerol- 
cman, a State Democrat, voted with the 
Tammany men, and so did Alderman Schil- 
ling, O’Brien Democrat. Alderman Burke, 
Tammany, was ill at home. Alderman 
Dwyer voted with the Republicans. This 
leaves the whole matter still in the air.

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FOR IMPROVED SCHOOLS 


THE GOOD GOVERNMENT CLUB 
COMMITTEES CONFER 





West Side Is Better than the Tene- 
ment-House District—Schoolrooms 
Without Light or Air—Advo- 
cate Retirement of 
Old Teachers. 


The conference of the Committees on 
Schools of the several Good Government 
Clubs, held yesterday at the headquarters 
of Club E, 145 East Eighteenth Street, drew 
a representative attendance, and the dele- 


gates went deeply into the discussion of 
the schoo] situation. 

The investigations of the committees were 
made on lines suggested by J. Augustus 
Johnson, President of Club E, to cover the 
question of adequate accommodation for 
scholars, the architecture and sanitary ar- 
rangement of the schoolhouses and the 
prevalence of nuisances in their vicinity. 
The debate which followed the reports was 
on the question: ‘‘ What measures can best 
be taken by the clubs toward making the 
public schools of New York equal to the 
best in America?” 

Reports from the west side showed few 
causes for complaint. A. L. Wolbarst, the 
delegate from Club X, reported that every 
school in the tenement-house district, ex- 
cept the one on Vandewater Street, is 
overcrowded. 

“‘In one school,’’ said Mr. Wolbarst, “I 
found fifty-two scholars crowded in a room 
adequate for but forty-two, nine of the 
scholars being without desks. The Allen 
Street school is a disgrace to New York. 
There is only one room in the building that 
the sunlight cam penetrate, and the halls 
and playground would be useless but for 
the gaslight. There is one room in use in 
this building that has no outside windows 
for light or ventilation. Every school in 
the district is disturbed by the noise of 
vendors, rag peddlers with bells, and bands 
of strolling musicians.”’ 

Dr. August Ullmann, rector of Trinity 
School, called attention to a schoolroom, in 
which he had found 62 pupils in one room 
under the care of one teacher. Mr. Carroll- 
son, Secretary of Club P, said that by the 
half-day system these 62 pupils were in- 
creased to 124. 

“Tn view of the fact that 40,000 children 
of school age are still unprovided with 
available school accommodations,”’ said 
President Johnson, ‘“ this conference should 
urge upon our school officials and the Legis- 
lature the need of greater appropriations 
for school purposes. But for the fact that 
the schools of the Children’s Aid Society 
and other charitable organizations provide 
for 50,000 children, the city would have to 
provide for that additional number. Since 
the natural increase of school population is 
about 14,000 a year, efforts should be made 
to anticipate coming needs, 

“There is reason, also, to believe that 
many persons who have been heretcfore 


appointed as teachers in the public schools 
are not now properly qualified for the posi- 
tions they hold. _We should advocate the 
retirement, not only of all those who, by 
reason of advanced age or other physical or 
mental ailments, are disqualified for con- 
tinued service, but: also those who claim 
continued employment and promotion solely 
on the ground of long service. Among the 
evils to be eradicated are the excessive de- 
layS and expenses attendant upon con- 
demnation proceedings. Under the present 
plan, we are obliged to wait three years 
before we can secure our new school prop- 
erty, and expend from $2,000 to $3,000 in 
costs. The school property should be 
bought outright.” 

Addresses were made by Mr. Baker of 
Club B, the Rev, Leighton Williams ahd 
Dr. Taylor of Club C, Mr. Ely of the Nine- 
teenth Assembly District -Club, Howard 
Townsend of Club D, Mr. Davidson of Club 
P, A. T. Rice of Club Q, and F. B. Wilsey 
of Club R. The ideas of the conference, as 
expressed by the delegates were drawn up 
in the form of a resolution by President 
Johnson, but their passage was deferred 
until a future meeting, to give opportunity 
for further discussion. 





FINANCE BOARD CONCURS. 


Jersey City Water Contract Now Goes 
to the Mayor. 


The Jersey City Board of Finance, last 
night concurred in the water contract re- 
cently awarded to the East Jersey Water 
Company by the Street and Water Board. 
The resolutions now go to Mayor Wanser 
for approval or rejection. The contract 
price for water ranges from $43 per 1,000,000 
gallons, for the minimum supply of 22,500,- 
0c0 gallons daily, to $34 for the maximum 
supply of 50,000,000 gallons. The city may 
buy the plant at the end of fifteen or 
twenty-five years for $6,990,000.

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OPERATIONS OF THE CANALS. 


A Successful Season, According to Su- 
perintendent Aldridge. — 


ALBANY, Dec. 29.—Superintendent of 
Public Works Aldridge has completed his 
annual report. In the report the operations 
of the State canal system for the past year 
are shown. 

The whole number of tons of freight car- 
ried during the season of 1896 was 3,714,894, 
of whichethe Erie Canal carried 2,742,438, 
Champlain 802,510, Oswego 57,245, Black 
River 57,953, Cayuga and Seneca 54,739. 
Of the total tonnage, 852,467 tons were 
products of the forests, 1,126,665 of agri- 
cultural products, 152,322 of manufactures, 
270,603 of merchandise, and of other arti- 
eles not classified, 1,032,887 tons. 

The tonnage for the past season was 214,- 
580 tons in excess of that of 1895. The in- 
crease of tonnage on wheat over 1895 was 
128,507 tons, on rye 77,050 tons, on barley 
29,691 tons, on oats 103,434 tons, and on ap- 
ples 21,666 tons. 

Boatmen had a fairly prosperous sea- 
son. The average price for transporta- 
tion of wheat from Buffalo to New 
York was % of a cent per bushel—the 
highest since 1890. Delays have been as 
few and small as in any season in the sys- 
tem's history. 

Mr Aldridge recommends the use of Sene- 
ca Lake as a storage reservoir for the 
Seneca and Cayuga Canal, which is fre- 
quently left without sufficient water for 
purposes of navigation through the acts of 
the millowners in drawing off water for 
power purposes. He thinks the State should 
own the land about the reservoirs in the 


Adirondacks. An appropriation of $360,000 
for extraordinary repairs and improvements 
is asked. 

Inder the nine-million-dollar canal appro- 
priation, contracts for $3,500,000 worth of 
work already have been awarded. 

The Superintendent states that $770,000 
will be needed for the next fiscal year for 
the payment of the expenses of lock tend- 
ing and the ordinary repairs of the canal. 
This is the amount appropriated for the 
present year. 





THE REPAIRS TO THE ST. PAUL. 


President Griscom Says the Cable 


from London Is Malicious. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29. — President 
Clement A. Griscom of the International 
Navigation Company this afternoon made 
the follcwing statement in reference to the 
London dispatch about the overhauling of 
the St. Paul: 

“The cable from London with reference 
to the overhauling of the St. Paul is mali- 
cious in effect, if not in intention. 

“When this steamer was in Newport 
News after her stranding on the New Jer- 
sey beach last January, a certain number 
of distressed rivets were discovered on the 
flat of her bottom which could not then 
be made good, owing to ‘the ship being too 
close to the floor of the dry dock for the 
workmen to repair them. This proximity 
to the floor of the dock was due to the size 
and draught of the vessel. 

“This is now the period of the annual 
overhaul of a!l of the ships of the Amer- 
ican Line, and we are taking advantage of 
the St, Paul being laid off for annual over- 
haul to make good those rivets which were 
distressed by the stranding. 

“The surveyots for the underwriters db- 
served the rivets at Newport News, and the 
repairs are beirg made under their direc- 
tion and that of the Lloyds, and the state- 
ment in the cable from London that the 
rivets were loosened by the working of the 


engines, &c., is false and calculated fo in- 
jure the reputation of the ship before the 
public if not contradicted. 

“No ship was 2ver in the predicament 
that the:Si. Paul was, and extricated with 
as little damage to her hull, and these 
rivets in question. might possibly be al- 
lowed to remain undisturbed, but it is the 
olicy of the compeny to be hypercritical 
n such matters. What the company has 
done and is now doing has the entire sym- 
pathy and approvai of the underwriters’ 
surveyors and official surveyors.’”’ 





A HIGHBINDER WAR AGAIN. 


Two Chinamen Killed in One Day in 
San Francisco. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—Chinatown is 
again in the throes of a Highbinder war. 
Yesterday the body of Lee Hor was found 
suspended from a rafter in a vacant house 
in Stockton Street. The man had been 
stabbed back of the ear before being 
hanged. 

A few minutes before 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning a number of men belonging to the 
Chinese Society of Bow On Tong waylaid 
and killed Jew Jing, a prominent Bow Leong 
Tong man, on Jackson Street, between Du- 
pont and Stockton. All the assassins es- 
caped, and so far there is little clue to 
their identity. 

Jew Jing was waiking: down Jackson 
Street toward Dupont. He was on the south 
side. Seven or eight Highbinders were fol- 
lowing him on the north side. Just before 
Jing reached St. Louis Alley the Highbind- 
ers stopped, a revolver was handed to a 
tall, slin Chinaman, who crossed the 
street, followed by another Highbinder, who 
served as his guard. As Jing stopped under 
a gas lamp to light a cigarette, the High- 
binder walked up behind him and shot him 
in the back. Jing fell just as a second shot 
was fired. The comrades of the assassin 
fired a revolver in the air and scattered in 
all directions. 

Jing was a member of the Bow Leong 
Tong, which recently got into a row with 


the Bow On Tong over the appointment of 
a policeman by the Cheng Chow Society, 
one of the Six Companies. It is all on ac- 
count of the boycott of the Sam Yups 
by the See Yups, the Bow On Tong men 
doing the Sam Yups’ work, though a See 
Yup Highbinder organization. 

The remains of Lee Hor, one of the mur- 
dered men, were found in a little cottage 
next ddor to the Chinese Consulate, and 
this fact lends additional interest to the 
tragedy. The police believe that the High- 
binder war has broken out afresh. and ac- 
cordingly a guard was placed about the 
Consulate last night. 





On Mrs. E. F. Shepard’s Appeal. 


SING SING, Dec. 29.—The second hear- 
ing in the appeal of Mrs. Elliott F. Shep- 
ard from the assessment made by the 
Assessors of the town of Mount Pleasant 
was held before Referee John Gibney to- 
day. Mrs. Shepard’s property in Mount 
Pleasant is assessed at the rate of $7 per 
acre. The only building on this portion of 
the prgperty is the stable. That portion 


of the property in the town of Ossining 
which contains the magnificent mansion is 
assessed only $4.50 per acre. Experts tes- 
ifled to-day that the property in Ossining 
was worth more than that in Mount Pleas- 
ant. They fixed the value of the Mount 
Pleasant property at from $100 to $250 Fe 
acre. The Assessors are yet to be heard. 





New Hunting and Fishing Club. 


ALBANY, Dec. 29.—The Massawepic Club 
of New York City was incorporated to-day 
by the Secretary of State, the purposes be- 
ing to promote social intercourse, health, 
and recreation to its members. A clubhouse 
and game preserve is to be provided in the

JUSTICE KEOGH'S DECISION 


EFFECT ON CIVIL SERVICE HERE 
AND IN BROOKLYN. 


What Controller Fitch, Commissioner 


Barker, and J. Warren Greene, 


Counsel for the Civil Service 
Reform Association, Have 
to Say of It. 


Referring to the recent decision of Jus- 
tice Keogh in favor of the Civil Service Re- 
form Association, Controller Fitch said 
yesterday that he does not believe many 
of New York City’s employes will be af- 
fected by it. 

“The difference between New York and 


Brooklyn,” he said, “is that here we are 
thorough believers in civil service, while 
over there they have been trying to dodge 
it. Justice Keogh’s decision, whether right 
or wrong, was in a suit to which the Con- 
troller of Brooklyn was a party, and there- 
fore he is bound by it. But as it is only 
the decision of a single Judge, and has not 
yet been confirmed by the Appellate Court, 
I should hardly consider it as to be ap- 
plied to us. This office has not been offi- 
cially notified of the points raised. I can- 
not say what, if any, action I shall take 
with the present pay roll. I shall obey the 
law. I am and always have been a thor- 
ough believer in civil service, and have 
governed this office according to its rules. 
I do not think that there are many em- 
ployes of New York City’s departments 
that are in the favored Schedule A ille- 
gally.”’ 

Commissioner Barker of the Department 
of Assessment said that no decision can 
affect his department. 

“Here.” he declared, “we are all under 
civil service. The Secretaryship is the 
only office in the department that is not 
filled by competitive examination, and I 
Suppose, sooner or later, that will also be 
included. In fact, I shall not be surprised 
if before very long heads of departments 
will have to stand civil service examina- 
tions. I have no objection. I believe civil 
service a good thing, and if the law makes 
it universal I doubt if it will do any harm.” 

J. Warren Greene, counsel for the Civil 
Service Reform Association in Brooklyn, 
speaking with reference to the decision of 
Justice Keogh, said many ridiculous state- 
ments had been made and many false in- 
ferences drawn regarding its effect. He 
further said: 

“That Judge Keogh’s decision is far 
reaching and that it is a great surprise and 
shock to those who have been trying to pre- 
serve for themselves or for their partisan 
organization such remnants of the spoils 
system as remain after the thirteen years’ 
war which has been waged against them 
by civil service reformers cannot be denied. 
This is a result which was contemplated 
when the action was begun, and no person 
who desires to see the civil service laws 
honestly administered, who desires to see 
the public offices rescued from the slough 
of machine politics, can fail to rejoice in 
this result. But no right-minded person can 
contemplate with satisfaction a situation 
which inflicts suffering or loss upon inno- 
cent people, and the attempts which have 
been made to create the impression that 
this decision affects positions in the civil 
service which it does not in reality touch 
are unjustifiable and cruel in the extreme. 

“The only employes whose tenure of of- 
fice or salaries are in any manner con- 
cerned are those who have been appointed 
without a competitive examination since the 
Ist of January, 1895, the date when. the 
new Constitution went into effect, and the 
reported intention to withhold the salaries 
of any employes who were appointed prior 
to that date, without competitive examina- 
tion, is unjustifiable, and if such a threat 
has been made it must have originated in 
a desire to create a public opinion by false 
pretenses in favor of a vicious system.” 





BROOKLYN EMPLOYES MUST WAIT. 


Controller Palmer Will Not Sign War- 
rants Just Yet. 


Controller Palmer of Brooklyn announced 
yesterday that he would not sign warrants 
for any persons, except heads of depart- 
ments, who are in Schedule A, and no war- 
rants for secretaries or assistants, until 
Justice Keogh’s decision has been reviewed 
by a higher court. 

Civil Service Commissioner Price said 
yesterday, in reference to the meeting held 
by the board on Monday night, that civil 
service reform must be applied in every 
possible direction if there was to be any 
reform at all, He thought, however, that 
heads of departments should have some 
discretion in the matter of appointments. 
What he terms the present methods are, in 
his opinion, a little too advanced. 

The board will hold another meeting this 
afternoon and discuss the question in all its 
bearings. 





THE QUESTION OF SERVANTS. 


Mrs. How’s Lecture on that Subject 


at the Woman’s Exchange, 


Mrs, Sarah B. How delivered the fourth 
of her lectures on “ The Ancient and Hon- 
orable- Art of Housewifery”’ at the Wo- 
man’s Exchange, 12 East Thirtieth Street, 
yesterday. The subject was ‘‘ Man Sery- 
ants and Maid Servants,”’ 

In her last lecture Mrs. How suggested 
as a remedy for the household ills of women 
the establishment of a university of house- 
wifery. ‘‘One advantage of such an insti- 
tution,’’ said she yesterday, ‘“‘ would be that 
all students passing through the manual 
training department would learn by prac- 
tical experience the work of their domestics, 
and this practical knowledge would tend to 
obliterate the feud which in more or less 
active form exists and,always has existed 
between mistress and maid. The training 
in philosophy and sociology would so broad- 
en and develop the. minds of the graduates 
that they would be incapable of those petty 
struggles for supremacy which drive so 
many women to the hotels and boarding 
houses in flight from a servile warfare. 

“We all know Mary Ann as she is. She 
is ever dreaming of the rich lady who is 
to find her some day and lead her into 
happiness as a privileged and high-paid 
cook. With this idea in mind she goes 
from one intelligence cffice to another, in- 
capable of adherence to a permanent posi- 
tion. But we also haunt the intelligence 
offices, looking for the girl who will give 
us better service for less money. Once 
or twice in a generation we find an ideal 


servant, but here is something to remember: 
The ideal servant is always to be found in 
the employment of the ideal mistress.’’ 

Mrs. How gave two reasons for the diffi- 
culty between American women and their 
servants. 

“The women are too nervous in their 
temperament; they take their minor troubles 
too much to heart,’’ said she. ‘* The serv- 
ants have their cause for discontent in the 
fact that American customs, unlike those 
of England, give no stimulus of hope to the 
servants. They cannot ascend in grade, 
like the English: housekeeper’s daughter, 
who in her turn becomes the housekeeper, 
or the butler’s son, who becomes the but- 
ler.” 





Fire Among Chemicals. 


While experiments were being made in 
the laboratory of Stearns & Gordon, 44 
Montgomery Street, Jersey City, yesterday, 
an explosion occurred which set fire to the 
building. William Doorflinger, a chemist of 
85 Lafayette Avenue, Brooklyn, was seri- 
ously burned about the hands, face, and 
limbs, and had to be removed to the City 
Hospital. The loss to the chemical company 
is estimated at $10,000, with no insurance.

MRS. J. A..BURDEN ROBBED. 


Thrown Down in Fifth Avenue and 


Her Pocketbook Taken, 


Mrs. James A. Burden, wife of James A. 
Burden, the iron manufacturer, of Seventy- 
second Street and Fifth Avenue, was robbed 
near her home, in Fifth Avenue, yesterday 
afternoon. 

She was on her way to the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company to cash a check for $60 
which she had in her pocketbook. A shab- 
bily dressed young man came up to her 
with a knife in his hand, and grabbed at 
her pocketbook. She caught hold of him, 
and in the struggle was thrown down. 
While upon the sidewalk, the man rapped 
Mrs. Burden across the fingers with the 
handle cf his knife until she relinquished 
her hold on the pocketLook. He then ran 
toward Seventy-sixth Street. 

Policeman Young of the East Seventy- 
seventh Street Police Station caught the 
thief and took him to the Yorkville Police 
Court. He said his name was Charles 
Beuesch, nineteen years old, of 1,361 Ave- 
nue A. His excuse for the deed, given to 
a reporter for THE NEw YORK TIMES, Was 
hunger. 

Mrs. Burden appeared in court to make 
the complaint. She at first gave the name 
of Mrs. Smith, and when told that the 
check in her pocketbook would have to be 
used in evidence, she became much eX- 
cited. ‘‘ But I do not want you to see it, 
she said to the clerk. She finally gave up 
the check, which was drawn by Reginald 
De Koven to the order of Mrs. Donovan. 
Then she refused to permit any one to see 
the indorsement on the back. She said 
she would withdraw the complaint first. 
The matter finally resulied in a complaint 
for the larceny of the pocketbook. While 
this was being drawn, Mrs. Burden disap- 

yeared. Magistrate Wentworth immediate- 
fy issued a subpoena for her. At the Bur- 
den house it was said Mrs. Burden was too 
ill«to appear, and the Magistrate remanded 
the prisoner until this morning when a 
hearing will be had. 





INSURANCE SAFE ROBBED. 


The Work, Apparently, of a Gang of 
Professional Burglars. ~ 


Burglars gained an entrance to the office 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany’s Branch, at 216 West Forty-second 
Street, some time Monday night or early 
yesterday morning, blew open the safe, and 
stole $1,468.98 and a gold watch. 

The robbery was not discovered until yes- 
terday morning, when the office was opened. 
Police Captain Schmittberger made an ex- 
amination, which, he said, convinced him 
that the robbery was committed by an 
organized gang of professional burglars, 
who had been paying attention to insurance 
offices of this class for nearly a year past. 

The office of the company is on the second 
floor over a vacant store. ‘‘I believe,” said 
the Captain, ‘‘ the burglars gained entrance 
by false keys. Once in, they drilled four 
holes in the shape of a square over the 
combination, nearly as large as your fist. 
Then they knocked this square piece out, 
and scraped away enough of the filling to 
permit of the insertion of a quantity of 
melenite or dynamite. The door was blown 
completely out, and the jimmy finished the 
work. : 

“The reason I have for believing that an 
organized gang did this work is that last 
Spring a branch office of the same company 
at 3 Court Square, Brooklyn, was robbed in 
the same way. Later the branch office of 
the Prudential Company on Grand Street 
was also robbed. Both of these robberies, 
like the one to-day, took place on Monday 
night, the only night in the week that the 
branch offices have money in the safes. 

There is as yet no trace of the burglars. 





FRANK P. ARBUCKLE’S DEATH.: 


Due to “Heart Disease and Other 


Probable Unknown Causes.” 


An inquest was held yesterday by Coroner 
Tuthill on the death of Frank P. Arbuckle, 
the Denver politician who died a few weeks 
ago in the West One Hundred and Fifty- 
second Street Police Station, soon after be- 
ing found unconscious on the sidewalk at 
One Hundred and Fifty-second Street and 
Eighth Avenue. He had been robbed of 
his money and jewelry, and it was at first 
suspected that his death was caused by 
foul play. Coroner’s Physician O’Hanlon 
testified that he had made an autopsy and 
found death was due to heart disease, 
superinduced by alcoholism, and Prof. Witt- 
haus said that an analysis of the stomach 
showed no trace of ‘knock-out drops.” 
Capt. Kirchner told of the efforts the police 
had made to learn how Mr. Arbuckle had 
spent the last few hours of his life, and 
presented several witnesses. Their testi- 
mony developed nothing new. 

The jury, after a brief consideration of 
the evidence, returned a verdict that death 
was due to “ heart disease and other proba- 
ble unknown causes.”’ 





NOW THE PAINTERS STRIKE. 


Paul Building Go 
Out When Their Wages Are Cut. 


Those on the St. 


Several of the painters employed on the 
St. Paul Building, at Broadway and Ann 
Street, have gone out on strike because 
their wages wer* reduced by from 25 to 50 
cents per day. Most of the painting in the 
building has been completed, the work hav- 
ing been done during the recent strike 
there of the other building trades against 
the painters. 

The painters’ unions will not have the 
support of the Board of Walking Delegates 


in this fight, as they were suspended by 
the board for insisting on doing the var- 
nishers’ werk in buildings, in defiance of 
the orders of the board to desist. 

The workmen of the other buiiding trades 
are at work in the building, and the house- 
smiths there say their wages have been 
advanced 25 to 50 cents per day. 





Commedore Gerry and Fifth Avenue. 


Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry called on 
Mayor Strong yesterday to complain of the 
condition of Fifth Avenue. The Mayor 
said that it was impossible to lay water 
mains without tearing up the streets, and 
Mr. Gerry retorted that if better judg- 
ment had been used the avenue would not 
have been left in such a mess for the whole 
Winter. Mr. Strong said that no work is 
to be done until April, and that the entire 
job will be finished by October. 

Mr. Gerry replied: ‘‘ Well, it seems to 
me that the voters will have something to 
say about these things next Fall, and I 
don’t mean the politicians. I mean the 
other kind.” 





Health Beard Appointments. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health yes- 
terday Dr, Robert H. Zauner’s resignation 
as Inspector in the Department of Con- 
tagious Diseases was received and accept- 
ed. Dr. Gessner Harrison was appointed 
in his place. Dr. Harrison has been con- 


nected with the Health Board for some 
time, and was a member of the Summer 
corps. 

The board also appointed De Witt C. 
Wheeler a Sanitary Inspector. He is a son 
of ex-Police Commissioner Wheeler. 





For the Australian Ballot System. 


Bight Assemblymen-elect from Hudson 
County and seven from Essex County held 
a caucus at the Union League Club in Jer- 
sey City Monday night. They agreed upon 
Charles B. Duncan of Essex for Clerk of 
the next Legislature. Essex is also to have 
the Assistant Engrossing Clerk, while Hud- 
son is to have the Assistant Clerk and the 
Bill Clerk. The introduction of a bill pro- 
viding for the adoption of the Australian 
ballot system was agreed upon 








ANNUAL BUDGET INCREASED 





THE TAX RATE MAY REACH 2.30, 
OR EVEN MORE. 


Controller Fitch Surprises the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
with New Items—Over $2,400,- 
000 for Redemption of 
the City Debt. 


Controller Fitch caused something of a 
Sensation at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment when 
he said that the amount that would be re- 
quired for the redemption of the city debt 
was $2,439,726.97. When the provisional 
budget was made up last October this item 
was put in at $260,000, but this was done 
in a purely prefunctory way. Mr. Fitch’s 
announcement of the amount required for 
this item caused great surprise, because it 
meant a material increase. not only in the 
budget, but in the tax rate. 

Controller Fitch explained that the fund 
for the redemption of the city debt would 
have to be increased over the provisional 
estimates to meet the payment of obliga- 
tions that have since fallen due. 

The interest on the city debt, the Cons 
troller pointed out, footed up $4,755,290.62. 
This was an increase of $600,000 over the 
provisional estimate on that item. The 
Controller also showed that the sum re- 
quired for the redemption of water stock, 
issued since December, 1884, was $1,713,- 
669.80, an,increase of about $500,000 over 
the provisional estimate. The item for the 
judgment fund was fixed at $250,000, which 
is double the amount of the provisional es- 
timate. The item for State taxes was fixed 
at $5,451,110.21, which was about $1,000,000 
increase over the amount allowed in the 
provisional budget. These additions, it is 
thought, will increase the budget by some-= 
thing like $4,000,000. In the item of $2.439,< 
726.97 the Controller included $857,310 for 
paying revenue bonds. issued for lands and 
expenses for St. Nicholas Park, $635,000 
for assessments and judgments against the 
city, and $200,000 to meet bonds issued for 
removing this year’s snow and ice. As t@ 
these latter figures, the Mayor said: 

_ ‘“ These sums should be paid out of bonds 
and should not go into next year’s budget.”* 

“The amounts are due next year,” said 
the Controller, ‘‘and must be provided for. 
Your predecessors, Mayors Hewitt and 
Grant, were obliged to meet similar ex= 
penditures out of the budget; so, you see 
it is no unusual thing.’’ 

“We will have to go to Albany this Win- 
ter,” said the Mayor, “and get a bill 
passed to authorize the issue of bonds -te 
cover these sums,” 

“Tll go with you,” said the Controller. 
‘““We will try to secure a measure that 


will allow us to issue long bonds to rum 
twenty or thirty years.’’ 

The figures submitted by the Controller 
were included in the budget. 

It is now thought that the gross budget 
will be about $49,000,000; less the general 
fund of about $2,500,000. The tax rate 
may run up to $2.25 to $2.30 on each $100, 
and, perhaps, it may go higher. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the board, the 
Polyclinic Hospital was allowed $7,500 and 
the Board of City Record $252,500. 

‘This is frightful,’’ said President Barker 
of the Tax Department, after the meeting 
_— adjourned. ‘‘I never saw anything lke 
” 


President Barker said that he had given 
up figuring what the-tax rate might be.. 
The official figures will be ready and the 
budget approved on Thursday, : ae 





THE BRIDGE INCLINED PLANE.

Passengers Had Their First Oppor« 


tunity to Try It. 4, 


Passengers of the Brooklyn Bridge need 
not climb all the stairs leading to the cat 
platform on the New York side now. Part 
of the way they are carried up. Yesterday 
afternoon the Reno inclined elevator was 
put in operation. This is really a moving 
inclined plane leading from the ground 
floor to the gallery landing. It revolves 
upon two axles and is run by the bridge 
dynamo. To the left is a leather handrail, 
which is attached to the elevator. To 
prevent any one slipping, the floor of the 
elevator is covered with serrated steel 
bands, running lengthwise. 

The passenger steps upon the slowly 
moving plane, grasps the handrail, and 
is carried to the floor above. In order that 
no one may be caught at the top, where 
the elevator turns, what is called a “ comb 
platform’”’ is placed. This is a number of 
steel arms that fit between the serrated 
steel footholds. This platform is statione« 
ary, so that when the passenger reaches 
the end of his journey he finds himseift 
landed on the comb platform without the 
possibility of an accident. To show how 
little chance there was for the foot catehe 


ing at the top, cotton waste was placed 


on the elevator. At the top this was lifted 
without any trouble by the comb platform 
and landed safely. 

The platform was started at 3 o’clock. No - 
one wished to attempt a ride until after 
the inventor, J. W. Reno, had ridden sever- 
al times. A large policeman finally mustered 
up enough courage to make the attempt. He 
tightened his belt, pulled his hat more se- 
curely over his head, stepped on, and 
grabbed the handrail. Slowly and quietly 
the elevator landed its passenger on the 
“comb platform.’ The policeman looked 
surprised for a moment, laughed sheepishly, 
and then said: ‘‘It’s all right.” 

After that a hardy civilian made the ex- 
periment. He landed safely. Then others, 
until a regular line passed through the 
gate and took the ride. The first woman 
tried the elevator about 4 o’clock. It is 
not so certain she intended to do it. Some 


one pushed her slightly. She had to go. 
With a leap that landed her half way_up 
the stairs, she grasped the handrail. The 
dazed look in her eyes had not died out 
when she found herself standing on .the 
platform. She gave a convulsive giggle or 
two, then rushed up the remaining stairs 
to the car platform. 

At 5 o’clock the plane was stopped for the 
night. Before this time the rush began, 
and a crowd was riding ali the time. Twelve 
persons can ride at once, and 3,000 persons 
can be lifted every hour. The bridge offi- 
cials said this was an experiment only. 





Electric Railway Company to Dissolve 


The Electric Railway Company of the 
United States with offices at 1 Broadway, 
has applied to the Supreme Court, through 
Directors Cephas Brainerd, Henry M. Field, 
Stephen D. Field, and others, for the volun- 
tary dissolution of the corporation. Judge 
Truax has appointed John Hone, Jr., ref- 
eree in the matter, and set down the order 
to show cause for April 7 next. 

The company has not done active busie 
ness for two years past, as litigation cons 
cerning its principal patent resulted ade 
versely to the company in 1894.

CHICAGO REFUSES TO TREMBLE. 

“The failure of any institution of the 
magnitude of the National Bank of IIli- 
nois,”’’ says The Chicago Tribune, “‘ must 
have its effect upon the general business 
conditions of any community. Chicago had 
not recovered from the effects of free-silver 
agitation, and many of the people who were 
wise in matters pertaining to the finances 
of Chicago predicted there would be trouble 
as a result of the suspension. It may be 
said to the credit of Chicago’s financial and 
commercial houses that the failure of the 
bank had little or no effect. All of the 
banks of Chicago were strong in reserves, 
much stronger, in fact, than any ordinary 
condition would warrant. Speculative busi- 
ness had been dull, and bankers had con- 
sidered it the prudent course to limit loans 
of this character. Many commercial houses 
have been waiting until the first of the 
year to get their affairs in shape before go- 
ing into new lines and extending their fields 
of operation. : 

“The class of borrowers whom bankers 
eonsidered at all objectionable had found it 
impossible to secure loans, white the bor- 
rowers who would have been reeeived with 
favor were not in search of such favors. 
The reserves were from 40 to 50 per cent. 
of the deposits, and any run could have 
been met without trouble. In two qr three 
of the savings institutions there was some- 
thing of a run Monday, followed by one of 
smaller proportions Tuesday, which had ex- 
hausted itself before noon of that day. 
Since Tuesday there has been no more de- 
mand for money from depositors than would 
be ordinarily expected. The situation to- 
day is apparently quite as good as it was 
before the failure of the Mjational Bank of 
Illinois was announced, 

“Money rates have not advanced, and 
during the week they stood at 5 and 6 per 
eent. for both call and time loans. There 
was as much money loaned last week as 
during the previous week, and practically at 
the same rates. Most of the loans were on 
grain and provisions. 

“The West has suffered in the present 
period of depression more perhaps than the 
East. All of the material advantages, how- 
ever, are with the Western section, and it 
is not believed the present dullness can long 
exist. The farmers of the wheat and corn 
growing sections of the country have re- 
ceived a greater return this year for their 
products than for several years. A great 
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gone tp Europe, and has come back in the 
form of actual money. The people have 
been economical during the last year or 
two, and, as a result, they are better off 
than they have been in years. The econ- 
omy of the last year or so would mean that 
when a loosening of purse strings comes 
there must be a considerable increase in 
trade. 

“The year is now almost ended, and with- 
in the next two or three weeks the mer- 
chants and business men will have figured 
up the year’s business and will find on 
which side of the ledger the balance is to 
be put down. They will know their finan- 
cial position, and will be able to figure in- 
telligently upon what they expect to do 
during the year 1897. An increase in trade 
cannot be long delayed. There must be a 
growing demand for all classes of mer- 
chandise and manufactures, the effect of 
which will soon be felt in the business 
world.”
